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Foreign loans sought to prop dollar 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov- 
eminent announced Tuesday 
night it intends to borrow 
funds abroad to cover a defi¬ 
cit in international transac¬ 
tions and support the Canadi¬ 
an dollar, drawing meantime 
on credit available from the 
Canadian chartered banks. 

The announcement by Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chretien 
gave no figures on the bor¬ 
rowing intentions—the first 
such foreign borrowing in 10 
years. In 1908. Canada bor¬ 
rowed about $268 million in 
New York and West 
Germany. 

The announcement said it

w as planning to borrow funds 
outside Canada. 

Purpose of the borrowing 
by the government was to 
assist In financing the cur¬ 
rent account deficit of the 
balance of payments. 

Chretien said such borrow¬ 
ings would supplement the in¬ 
flow of capital to Canada that 
occurs through other 
channels.

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105 dogs

YELLOWKNIFE, 
N.W.T. (CP) - BCMP 
are investigating the 
deaths of 105 sled dogs 
during a Pacific West¬ 
ern Airlines flight from 
Greenland to Alert, 
N.W.T., a small comra- 
munlty 2,600 kilometres 
northeast of here. 

Corporal Vern Kawa- 
leski said here Monday 
that a total of 180 dogs 
had been confined Thurs¬ 
day in a three-tiered shed 
in the belly of a Hercules 
aircraft for the less thah 
two-hour flight Thursday 
from Thule—on the 
northwest coast of Green¬ 
land—to Alert, a commu¬ 
nity of 200 on the northern 
tip of Ellesmere .Island. 

The dogs were pur¬ 
chased in Thule by a 
group of Japanese from 
Nihon University for a 
dogsled expedition from 
Alert to the North Pole 
and back. 

Although investigation 
is expected to continue 
for several more days, he 
said the dogs probably 
died from suffocation or 
fighting. 

During the flight, some 
aircraft officials ap¬ 
parently realized the risk 
of the animals' suffoca¬ 
tion "but there was noth¬ 
ing they could do at that 
time,” Kawaleski said. 

Sled dogs of this calibre 
are also “quite aggres¬ 
sive in nature," Kawales¬ 
ki said. It was possible 
the frenzied dogs might 
have attacked the crew 
if let loose in the craft. 

The surviving dogs left 
the aircraft at Alert as 
originally planned, but 
carcasses of the majority 
were flown in the Her¬ 
cules to Resolute, N.W.T. 

He said the Japanese 
expedition members 
planned to return to 
Thule to purchase more 
dogs for their venture. 


"As an interim step in ad¬

The slump accelerated in 
recent days after a steady 
decline during the last 15 
months from an exchange 
rate of $1.03 U.S. in No¬ 
vember, 1976. 

Pressure against the Cana¬ 
dian dollar has resulted part¬ 
ly from general devaluation 
of the U.S. and Canadian 
currencies on world markets. 

In addition, traders and 
speculators have been dev* 


luing the Canadian currency 
because o*f persistent slack in 
the economy—8.3 per Sent 
unemployment, nine per cent 
inflation and an estimated 
deficit of $5 billion on Inter¬ 
national transactions in 1977. 

The planned foreign bor¬ 
rowing was designed to indi¬ 
cate to currency dealers that 
the government would sup¬ 
port the dollar against fur¬ 
ther devaluation. 

The credit with the char¬ 
tered banks was arranged 


last October in an earlier 
move designed to demon¬ 
strate determination to with¬ 
stand speculation against the 
Canadian currency. 

The government has been 
paying the commercial banks 
$15,411 a day since then for 
the right to call on borrow¬ 
ings of up to $1.5 billion in 
U.S. dollars available in Eu¬ 
ropean markets—so-called 
Eurodollars. 

Hours before the announce¬ 
ment that at least some of 


this credit would be invoked. 
Chretien told the Commons 
that none of this money had 
been called. 

Quizzed in the House ear¬ 
lier Tuesday, Chretien said 
the Bank of Canada had been 
intervening in foreign-cur¬ 
rency markets—buying up 
surplus Canadian dollars to 
bold up the price—only to 
"maintain orderly marketing 
conditions.”

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
— A Soviet space expert said 
Tuesday he does not feel the 
Soviet Union is obligated to 
pay the cost of Canada's 
search for a Soviet spy satel¬ 
lite that fell from earth orbit 
last month because Soviet 
help in the search was turned 
down. 

"My personal opinion is 
that it is no question of com¬ 
pensation of expenses for 
search because they refused 
our proposal to do this,” said 
Evgeni Fedorov.

MONTREAL (C#) - The 
Quebec court of appeal shut 
down thq Keable commission 
Tuesday on the grounds that 
it had engaged in an un¬ 
constitutional attempt to 
force the federal solicitor- 
general to turn over secret 
RCMP files. 

Within hours of the ruling, 
Quebec Justice Minister 
Marc-Andre Bedard said it 
would be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Mr. Justice Rodoiphe Pare 
said In a 38-page majority 
opinion that Commissioner 
Jean Keable had violated the 
Official Secrets Act by mak¬ 
ing use of certain RCMP doc¬ 
uments and allowing some to 
be made public, despite pro¬ 
tests from former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox. 

The judge said Keable ob¬ 
tained the “secret" docu¬ 
ments illegally from Quebec 
provincial and Montreal po¬ 
lice who had received them 
from the Mounties as part of 
an information exchange 
agreement. 

“Without the intervention 
of a higher court, this com¬ 
mission could could cause a 
grave and irreparable preju¬ 
dice to the federal govern¬ 
ment,” Pare said. 

Overturning a Quebec Su¬ 
perior Court decision in favor 
of the commission, he said 
the solicitor-general had 
every right to seek relief 
from the courts because the 
commission was trying to 
“determine the rights of the 
federal government by oblig¬ 
ing it to produce documents 
and in threatening to give 
heightened publicity to those 
it already possesses." 

In December, superior 
court Associate Chief Justice 
James Hugessen had flatly 
rejected former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox’s re¬ 
quest for court action, saying 
Keable had not threatened 
national security or the rights 
of any individual. 

Solicitor-General Jean-Jac- 
ques Blais, who replaced Fox 
two weeks ago, commented 
in Ottawa^ “That's exactly 
what we wanted. I’m elated 
by that decision.” 

Premier Rene Levesque 
called the ruling “very 
unfortunate. ” 

Pare said the commission 
had a full right to investigate

RCMP involvement in illegal 
or improper acts on Quebec 
territory and rejected Fox's 
claim that it was running a 
full-scale inquiry into the 
Mounties’ operating 
methods. 

But even if Keable s. man¬ 
date and the Inquiry itself 
was perfectly constitutional, 
the judge stressed, "he could 
have indulged in an excessive 
exercise of power by requir¬ 
ing a federal minister to pro¬ 
duce documents and Infor¬ 
mation which the constitution 
and the laws of the country do 
not permit him to exact.” 

The judge said Keable had

no constitutional right to 
issue subpoenas obliging any 
"minister of the federal 
Crown” to hand over papers 
or documents. This would 
violate the separation of fed¬ 
eral and provinca! powers in 
Canada. 

The immediate effect of the 
ruling was to bring a com¬ 
plete halt to all commission 
proceedings on the eve of 
what was to have been a long- 
awaited appearance by for¬ 
mer solicitor-general Jean- 
Plerre Goyer. He was due to 
explain his controversial role 
in the Agence de Presse Libre 
du Quebec affair.

LONDON (AP) —Judge Anthony Ewbank granted 
accountant John Kelland a divorce Tuesday, observ¬ 
ing that when Mrs. Kelland learned her husband had a 
mistress she engaged in “unreasonable behavior,” to 
wit: 

She pummeled Kelland with a rolling pin so 
severely he could not drive; dragged him along the 
ground by the hair; locked him out of their house in 
Hertford, secured the windows, silenced the door bell 
and made him sleep in the car he could no longer 
drive, and finally burned his stamp collection and new 
dress shirt and threw away the gold cuff-links given 
him by his mistress—who worked in his office. 

Ewbank found the adultery by Kelland. 42. “infini¬ 
tely worse" than the retribution he had Just recited, 
but granted the divorce to him because Betty Kelland. 
40, did not ask for one. She denied the marriage had 
broken down. 


CAMPBELL RIVER WORKERS WANT SUPERVISOR FIRED 

‘Sexual harassment ’ closes sawmill 


CAMPBELL RIVER (CP) — More than 
100 workers have shut down a sawmill in a 
wildcat strike to force the dismissal of a 
supervisor they say has tried to force 
sexual favors from female employees. 

The workers at Raven Lumber Ltd. 
walked off the job Friday, calling for dis¬ 
missal of the supervisor and reinstatement 
of two female employees who said they had 
quit because the supervisor's sexual harass¬ 
ment became intolerable. 

The dispute affects about other 40 workers 


in related lumber operations in Campbell 
River. 

The company Monday asked the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board to order the workers 
back to their jobs, but Lome Scott, president 
of International Woodworkers of America. 
Local 1-363, said on Tuesday the crew might 
disobey a board order. 

The trouble began, Scott said, when work¬ 
ers discovered that the two women—ca¬ 
sual employees assigned to weekend and 
relief cleanup at the mill—stopped coming 
to work. 


Doris Riel, one of the women, said in a 
written statement to the union that the 
supervisor offered her liquor and told her 
she could do four hours of work and be 
paid for eight hours. 

She said it became clear to her that the 
supervisor was making “a proposition of 
sexual relations.”, 

Scott said the second woman, whom he did 
not name, has not formally complained. 

Company president Pat Martin said the 
company has offered to take the supervisor 
off the job for one week to Investigate the 


charges, but the workers refused the offer. 
He said the supervisor has denied the 
charges, and the company feels there is 
insufficient evidence to take action. 

Scott said the two women are not union 
members because they are casual em¬ 
ployees, and they have no recourse to griev¬ 
ance procedures. 

He said the workers, most of them men, 
decided to walk out because many have 
wives or daughters seeking work and "they 
feel if they don’t take a stand now, their own 
women might end up in the same situation."

Figures for Febru¬ 
ary will be published next 
week, but Sinclair Stevens, 
finance critic for the Conser¬ 
vative party, estimated Tues¬ 
day that there had been a 
further drop of $500 million in 
the last month. 

The effect of a decline in 
the dollar's value on curren¬

Economists estimate that a 
decline of three cents in the 
dollar’s exchange value adds 
almost one per cent to the 
cost of living in Canada over 
a year. 

The drop since late 1976 has 
been about one cent a month, 
adding about four per cent to 
living costs—everything 
from oranges to imported 
automobiles. 

James Gillies, Conserva¬ 
tive MP and former econoni 
Its professor, said the intend¬ 
ed borrowing was “a tragic 
commentary on the economic 
condition of this country.” 

If it failed to halt the run on 
the Canadian dollar, he said, 
the next step would be bor¬ 
rowing from the Internation¬ 
al Monetary Fund in Wash 
ington. which might impose 
conditions on the country's 
economic management. 


The borrowing announce- 
ment comes at a time when 
political parties are gearing 
up for a federal election ex¬ 
pected this year, with opposi¬ 
tion parties hammering the 
Liberal government for what 
they say has been a failure in 
economic policy and 
planning. 

Wage and price controls, 
imposed by the government 
in October.

Devaluation no cure-all 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment should not count on 
the devaluation of Canada's 
dollar as a permanent solu¬ 
tion to the country's ills, an 
influential private economic 
research group said Tuesday. 

The Conference Board in 
Canada said in a paper that 
growing deficits in manufac¬ 
tured goods, future large 
shortfalls in oil and gas trade, 
increasing deficits in service 
payments and the Impact of 
negotiations aimed at freer 
world trade will all have ad¬ 
verse Impacts on the coun¬ 
try's economic future. 

Many of the country's cur¬ 
rent economic problems ade 
cyclical, or recurring, in na¬ 
ture but there is evidence of 
longer term alterations that 


could have a significant im¬ 
pact and cause future trou¬ 
bles, the study says. 

The conference board, a 
non-profit independent agen¬ 
cy including business, labor 
and government representa¬ 
tives. says Its paper was pre¬ 
pared in an effort to untangle 
the cyclical from the long¬ 
term trends. 

Recently, government min¬ 
isters. including Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau, have said the 
declining value of the dollar 
is helping to restore Canada's 
trade competitiveness by 
lowering tbe cost of Canadian 
goods sold abroad and in¬ 
creasing the prices of import 
ed goods here. 

The board says there is “no 


doubt" the decline in value of 
the dollar, combined with a 
recovery in the world econ¬ 
omy. will mean a substantial 
improvement in the country's 
trade balance. This correc¬ 
tion is already under way, it 
adds 

“But there is additional 
evidence to suggest that the 
problem is not entirely cycli¬ 
cal and that certain factors 
could work against this 
correction. 

“Rather, if Canada is to 
remain competitive in this 
area domestic production 
costs will have to be kept in 
line with those of our princi¬ 
pal competitors." 

The paper says a study of 
the counter's trade in goods 
reveals that—in spite of an 
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over-ail surplus—there is a 
"growing deficit in manufac¬ 
tured products which has 
continued uninterrupted 
since 1970." 

The deficit has paralleled a 
rapid expansion in produc¬ 
tion costs in the country 
across a broad spectrum of 
manufacturing industries. 

Another Yactor working 
against an Improvement in 
the trade balance, the board 
says, is tbe planned elimlna- 
, lion of oil exports. 

“Given current projections 
of the domestic demand for 
oil and our anticipated supply 
capability, it is likely that 
Canada will be Incurring 
large deficits in trade in oil 
and gas by the early 1960s." 

A third difficulty will be 
growing deficits in the ser¬ 
vice side of international 
trade, which have surpassed 
the country's merchandise 
trade surpluset in recent 
year*. The servicejwyments 
include deficits otjrxvel and 
interest and 'dividend 
payments.

Broadbent said that apart 
from this short-term mea¬ 
sure, the government must 
move quickly to restore its 
financial credibility. 

A finance department offi¬ 
cial said Tuesday night the 
amounts to be borrowed have 
yet to be decided—indicating 
that the announcement is de¬ 
signed primarily to warn off 
speculators counting on a fur¬ 
ther decline in the dollar's 
value. 

The foreign borrowing 
could be from private lenders 
or governments, he said, and 
could be spread among the 
United States, Europe or 
Japan. 

One reason for the dollar's 
slump has been a slackening 
of foreign Investment—bor¬ 
rowing abroad by companies 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments—which normally 
tends to offset a deficit In 
other transactions. 

The official said the Cana¬ 
dian dollar has been carried 
down by a decline in the U.S. 
dollar, which experienced 
one of its worst days on rec¬ 
ord Monday before recover¬ 
ing somewhat Tuesday. The 
I' S dollar hit new lows Mon¬ 
day against most major 
currencies. 

But while the Canadian dol¬ 
lar has dropped about 10 per 
cent in relation to U.S. cur¬ 
rency in a year, It has plum- ' 
meted by about 30 per cent in 
the same time against the 
Japanese yen and 37 per cent 
in relation to tbe Swiss franc. 

The government will have 
to accept increased Interest 
rates to attract foreign fin¬ 
ancing, said Sinclair Stevens

Ottawa suggested a 54-inch 
line operating at low pres¬ 
sure, meeting both the U.S. 
desire for more carrying ca¬ 
pacity in the line as well as 
Canadian wishes to ensure 
the pipe could be built in do¬ 
mestic plants. 

Faced with that, the U.S. 
proposed moving to a 56-inch 
line since there is more world 
experience in manufacturing 
and installing that size.

Bank of Montreal 
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Mass power cut 
feared for U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Of¬ 
ficials of Virginia, Maryland 
and West Virginia announced 
Tuesday the first in what was 
feared might become a series 
of widespread power cut¬ 
backs, while layoffs forced by 
the U.S. coal strike mounted 
to almost 3,004 In Indiana. 

Members of the three 
states' regulatory commis¬ 
sions agreed after a seven- 
hour, closed-door meeting In 
Richmond, Va., to order a 
10-per-cent cutback in elec¬ 
tricity use by commercial 
and Industrial customers of 
Potomac Edison Co., effec¬ 
tive at 12:0! a.m. Thursday. 

The order in Virginia af¬ 
fected only Potomac Edison, 
and it was not immediately 
known whether officials in 
Maryland and West Virginia 
would extend the cutback to 
other utilities in their states. 

In West Virginia, Potomac 
Edison and another major 
utility, Monongahela Power 
Co., already have been 
operating under a 10-per-cent 
curtailment for about a week. 

Potomac Edison, which 
generates nearly all of its 
power from coal, has only 
about a 24-day supply of coal 
because of the continuing 
miners’ strike. It Is supple¬ 
menting this by buying about 
42 per cent of its power from 
other utilities. 

The three state commis¬ 
sions agreed to order a 30- 
per-cent reduction in elec¬ 
tricity usage by the commer¬ 
cial and industrial customers 
at 12:01 a.m. March 2 and to 
reduce power for the same 
customers to ‘‘plant protec¬ 
tion levels” about March 13, 
if necessary. 

The affects of the cutback 
In the three states was not 
immediately determined. 

Spokesmen for the U.S. au¬ 
tomakers said they had been 
temporarily spared the most 
severe effects of the strike, 
and through much of the day, 
it appeared utilities were 
staving off cutbacks. 

One explanation was that 
power sharing and conserva¬ 
tion were helping stretch 
dwindling coal stocks. 

Another was that officials 
from several states near the 
Appalachian coalfields are 
trying to co-ordinate cut¬ 
backs, which they said re¬ 
mained imminent. 

The attempts at co-ordina¬ 
tion involved parts of Ohio, 
Kentucky and Pennsylvania, 
as well as Maryland, Virgin¬ 
ia. and West Virginia. It was 
not clear what affect the 
three-state cutback would 
have on the others. 

But in Indiana. 2.900 layoffs 
were reported this week in 
Terre Haute, Kokomo, Peru 
and Anderson, in addition to 
530 layoffs for two days last 
week in Anderson. The num¬ 
bers were expected to In¬ 
crease, with coal stocks at 
two big Indiana utilities 
below the 40-day point at 
which they must order indus¬ 
try to cut back usage 25 per 
cent. 

In Ohio, Akron-based Ohio 
Edison Co., serving 800,000 
customers in central and 
northern Ohio, said It was 
three days above the 30-day 
coal stock level at which it 
will impose 50-per-cent cut¬ 
backs on industry. 

In West Virginia, the state 
Public Service Commission 
had been scheduled to impose 
30 per cent curtailments Mon¬ 
day—from which some 25,000 
layoffs were expected. But 
Governor Jay Rockefeller 
had objected and the PSC su¬ 
spended its order. 

In Pennsylvania, where no 
layoffs were reported, Gover¬ 
nor Milton Shapp asked Pre¬ 
sident Carter to declare an 
energy emergency that 


would allow suspension of 
pollution regulations. 

In Missouri, leaders of 132 
industries in and near Kansas 
City have been told to come

Cyprus 

blames 

Egypt 


NICOSIA (AP) — Cypriot 
President Spyros Kyprianou 
blamed Egypt on Tuesday for 
the weekend shootout be¬ 
tween Cypriot troops and 
Egyptian commandos at Lar- 
naca Airport but said he Is 
ready to hold a reconciliation 
meeting with Egyptian Pre¬ 
sident Anwar Sadat. 

“We are ready to do every¬ 
thing possible for the restora¬ 
tion of friendly relations be¬ 
tween Cyprus and Egypt," 
Kyprianou told a news con¬ 
ference. 

In Calm, a spokesman for 
Sadat said the Efp-ptlan lead¬ 
er has no immediate plans to 
meet with Kyprianou. 

Kyprianou said the Egyp¬ 
tian ambassador and mili¬ 
tary attache had been ad¬ 
vised that two Arab terrorists 
holding 15 hostages aboard a 
commandeered Cyprus Air¬ 
ways DC-8 had agreed to re¬ 
lease their captives and sur¬ 
render Sunday night. Despite 
this and Egyptian assurances 
the commandos would not be 
employed, the Egyptian 
armed assault from a mili¬ 
tary transport was launched, 
he said. 

"State forces had no alter¬ 
native but to intervene and 
take action to save the hos¬ 
tages and to protect the sov¬ 
ereign rights of the Cypriot 
state," he said. 


Peru plane 
crashes, 8 die 

LIMA (Reuter) — A Her¬ 
cules C-130 transport plane of 
the Peruvian air force 
crashed in northern Peru, 
killing all eight persons 
aboard, published reports 
said here. The aircraft had 
just taken off from Tarapolo, 
a small jungle town 800 kilo¬ 
metres north of Lima, when it 
started losing altitude, the 
reports said. 


Cox, who flew Into Lon¬ 
don’s Heathrow Airport to 
see his son back to school 
before returning to Cyprus, 
said negotiations were com¬ 
pleted for the release of the 
nostages at the time of the 
commando raid and the crew 
already had been freed ex¬ 
cept for himself and fellow 
pilot Capt. Sam Melling. 

“The big hijacker who 
called himself Mohammed 
had combed his hair, washed 
his face and put his tie on 
already to leave the air¬ 
craft,” Cox said. “At that 
time they had disarmed the 
grenades but when the gun¬ 
fire started they armed them 
up again^Until the raid It was 
99.9 per cent certain that 
everyone would be released 
unharmed."

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
lawyer for Hon Kwing Shum, 
a former Hong Kong police¬ 
man, said Tuesday he didn't 
know whether his client was 
still in Canada.

“perfectly free to travel 
wherever he wants" and he 
had “business interests 
elsewhere."

the federal justice depart¬ 
ment. is seeking extradition 
of Hon on behalf of the Hong 
Kong government to stand 
trial in the Crown colony on a 
charge laid under the Hong 
Kong Prevention of Bribery 
Ordinance. 

RCMP personnel handling 
the Hon affair were unavail¬ 
able Tuesday to comment on 
the former policeman's 
whereabouts. _ 

Oliver said in an interview 
that he had applied to the 
Supreme Court of Canada for 
leave to appeal the Federal 
Court of Appeal ruling. 

Judge John L. MacIntyre of 
the provincial court is ex¬ 
pected to rule today on 
whether to release the Hong 
Kong warrant to RCMP, ac 
cording to de Weert. 

Oliver said Hon was not 
required to appear in provin 
rial court today.

'r|The tragedy' 
of Larnaca 

TERRORISM GENERATES tear, publicity, ha¬ 
tred and tragedy — and the greatest of these was . 
the latter In the abortive Egyptian commando 
raid at Larnaca airport in Cyprus last Sunday. 

Two terrorists who committed murder sur¬ 
vived and IS Egyptian commandos did not after 
\ a gun battle at the airport, not with the terrorists 
but with the Greek-Cypriot national guard. 

That is tragedy enough. But for the terror¬ 
ists, who risk all for the attention the world gives 
their attacks, this bizarre and blood-drenched 
turn of events must count as something close to 
success. Such a verdict can only inspire similar ' 
deadly ventures. 

So hated are terrorists and their tactics by ' 
the rest of the world that sweet revenge Is 
savored vicariously by most of us when Ger¬ 
man or Israeli commandos are able to crush 
them. And so we too are drawn a little closer to 
the vengeful animal nature where terrorism 
resides. That is tragedy. 

Then there is the matter of international 
prestige, precious as life itself to many of the 
men who lead nations. Whatever the source of 
incompetence which led to Cypriots and Egyp¬ 
tians firing upon one another at the airport. 
Egypt and President Anwar Sadat have suffered 
a heavy blow to their credibility and at a time 
when Sadat carries the Arab flag in a struggle 
for peace In the Middle East. 

At the funeral of editor Youssef el-Sebaei, 
whose murder began this grim affair, Egyptian 
mourners cried vengeance on Palestinians, rais¬ 
ing the prospect of even more conflict between 
Arabs — and so the tragedy mounts. Then the 
Egyptian cabinet decides to sharply restrict 
diplomatic relations with Cyprus, not surprising 
but certainly unproductive.

Mafia-style voluntary wage restraints 


LONDON —'The latest explosion of 
political anger In Britain has Implica¬ 
tions which other Western countries 
with big and growing governments 
would be well advised to heed; implica 
dona far broader than the particular 
circumstances of this British row 

The facta are thhse: The Labor gov 
eminent, having boasted (and probably 
believing) that ita “social contract” 
with the unions had been the means of 
slowing down Britain's terrifying rate of 
infladon, very much wanted to renew 
the deal. But the unions refused. The 
factory-floor militants were tired of 
wage restraint. 

Nor could the government Impose a 
compulsory incomes policy. Any a(? 
tempt to do so would have Infuriated the 
unions, on which the government relies 
for votes and money. More important, 
the House of Commons would not have 
passed such a bill; left-wing members 
of the Labor Party would have Joined 
the Conservative Opposition in blocking 
it. 

So the government simply declared 
"guidelines" for the next stage of a 
"voluntary” Incomes policy. The prin 
cipal "guideline” was that wage costs 


should not rise by more than an average 
of It per cent In the coming year. 

All this happened last summer. Now 
it has emerged that the government's 
interpretation of the word “voluntary” 
resembles that of the Mafia, Involving, 
If not offers which people cannot refuse, 
certainly threats which thev cannot re¬ 
sist. 

Companies which gave their workers 
an increase of more than 10 per cent 
were liable to receive telephone calls 
from anonymous officials warning them 
of government displeasure If they per¬ 
sisted. One company discovered, from a 
tip-off, that It had been placed on the 
government's blacklist without even 
having been warned. 

The threatened sanctions Included 
loss of business — government depart¬ 
ments and municipal authorities would 
be Instructed not to buy anything from 
the delinquent firms; refusal of subsi¬ 
dies. development grants or export 
credit guarantees; and unsympathetic 
treatment from the Price Commission. 

Applied to small vulnerable firms, 
these threats were effective enough. A

Two-point agreement — soon! 


WASHINGTON. D C — 
President Carter is said to 
believe that Egypt and Israel 
must reach agreement on two 
difficult issues within only a 
few months or the Middle 
East peace-making process 
will break down. 

The president is reported to 
have stressed the urgency of 
the situation — saying that 
the next few months are cru¬ 
cial — in a recent meeting 
with the presidents of major 
American Jewish organiza¬ 
tions. 

At one point, according to a 
participant in the meeting, 
which came just after Egyp 
tian President Anwar al- 
Sadat's visit here. Mr. Carter 
said progress must be made 
within two months. But the 
same participant said he had 
the impression that if nego¬ 
tiating progress were being 
made, the “two months" 
could be stretched to three or 
four 

The more important point, 
this source said, was that Mr. 
Carter Is convinced that the 
time is getting short for an 
agreement on the two obvious 
sticking points; (t) Israeli 
settlements in the occupied 
Sinai; (2) the question of Pa¬ 
lestinian self-determination. 
The latter question would be 
included in an overall state¬ 
ment of principles, the source 
said, with deuils to be nego¬ 
tiated later. 

The disclosures concerning 
President Carter’s sense of a 
need for quick negotiating 
progress came as he was re¬ 
ported to have made his long- 
expected decision to sell F-5E 
jet fighter planes to Egypt. 
The sale would mark an im-

portent turning point, be¬ 
cause previous U.S. military 
sales to Egypt have not in¬ 
cluded "lethal weapons.” 

Israel was expected to ob¬ 
ject both to the fighter plane 
sale and to the president's 
negotiating time-table. Both 
were seen by some pro-Israe¬ 
li sources as a form of pres¬ 
sure on Israel to make nego¬ 
tiating concessions. 

"You can’t negotiate under 
a deadline," said one well 
placed member of the orgrfft- 
i/.ed Jewish community. 
"This is not the way to oper¬ 
ate a negotiating process." 

This same source said that 
the sale of the F-5E planes to 
Egypt should not come in ad¬ 
vance of progress in the 
Egypt-Israel peace negotia¬ 
tions but should be held out as 
a “carrot” to reward nego¬ 
tiating progress. 

"It’s too delicate a period 
In the negotiating process to 
be selling offensive military 
equipment to Egypt," the 
source said. 

So far, the so-called pro-Is¬ 
rael lobby In the U.S. 
Congress has not focused on 
the fighter plane sale. But 
lobbyists have mounted an 
intensive campaign against 
the part of the Carter arms 
sales package which would 
call for the sale of F-15 fight¬ 
er planes to Saudi Arabia. 

The F-15, the most ad¬ 
vanced of the U.S. fighters, Is 
a much more sophisticated 
plane than the F-5E. The Is¬ 
raelis object to the F-15 on 
the grounds that It a bomber 
which could reach all of Isra- 



alternatlve Is to lose the custom of the 
National Health Service. 

Ford's, on the other hand, were al¬ 
lowed to get away with a breach of the 
guidelines" because they promised to 
build a big new factory near the prime 
minister's constituency in Wales. 

At first Prime Minister James Cal¬ 
laghan denied that there was a black¬ 
list. The truth emerged when an electri¬ 
cal contracting company found itself 
squeezed between the threats of ruin 


from Its own work-force, which was on 
strike because a promised wage In¬ 
crease had not been Implemented, and a 
threat of ruin from the government If 
the wage increase went ahead. 

In that case, the government, chal¬ 
lenged In the courts, retreated a little, 
but announced that In future anybody 
doing business with any department of 
central or local government would be 
required to sign a clause promising to 
abide by whatever was the official in¬ 
comes policy at the time. 

The Conservatives, backed by most 
of the British press, are outraged. They 
regard the whole affair as an ominous 
example of arbitrary and secret govern¬ 
ment. What future policies might a 
Labor government try to impose in this 
way? Trade union representatives on 
every board of directors? Sanctions 
against South Africa or Chile? 

The government now controls half 
Britain’s wealth and a large proportion 
of Its business. The moral for other 
countries must surely be that, when 
governments become too big and too 
much Involved in everybody's business, 
legal and constitutional restraints are 
worthless. Liberty disappears.

that Israel be allowed to 
maintain a military presence 
on the West Bank. 

Well-Informed sources said 
that Mr. Begin was certain to 
object to the idea of commit¬ 
ting himself to a referendum 
at this point.

He wrote us back and said, “I had to pay a service 
charge because you processed the cheque in the first 
place so you owe me $5.00.” 

He came home for the Easter break and said he was 
crediting his account with $105 because that's what he 
saved us by not flying. He also subtracted $1.35 as a gas 
allowance because he drove his sister to the dentist. 

In September, he made another payment of $35. How 
ever, he called again ($1.80 collect) to report that the $35 
depleted his account balance to 87 cents and the bank 
Insisted he have a $5.00 minimum and due to the payment 
we received we owed him $4.13. 

In November, he sought our advice on what to do 
about “our" Investment. We could either write the car off 
as a loss, as it no longer ran. or put it in running order to 
keep our Investment alive and productive. To be “alive 
and productive” would cost us $311. (Phone consulta¬ 
tion $5.40). 

In December he called ($2.30) to tell us a tree had 
thrown itself In front of his right fender and caused him 
$56 worth of damages. However, he could live with thr 
dent and was sending the $56 cheque to us from the 
insurance company as payment on his debt. 

The insurance company, however, raised our rates 
and we were obliged to pay an extra $3.00 per month on 
the premium. 

Last week, he appeared with a ledger and said, 
"Counting the $400 I saved you In air fare, the $56 from 
the Insurance company, the $151 spent getting estimates, 
the $75 worth of aggravation of maintaining my own 
transportation, the $30 errands I’ve run for you and the 
$24 worth of car washes, we’ll just consider the debt paid 
In full. And don't think about the break on the income tax 
1 give you because I'm dependent. After all, you ARE my 
parents."

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Health minister lauded Audience lacks pride 

for hospital site stand Indexed pension when anthem played 


The Hon. Bob McClelland, 
minister of health, has ac¬ 
cepted Ills role of leadership 
and made the decision that 
Helmcken Road will become 
the site of a new hospital in 
the Victoria region. 

He is to be commended for 
taking this stand as with all 
the bickering which has and 
is taking place he could be 
Faulted for not making a deci¬ 
sion. 

It seems quite evident from 
all the discussion and plan¬ 
ning it Is acknowledged that 
an upgrading and expansion 
of available hospital services 
is necessary and desirable. 

The Ineptitude and stalling 
of previous ministers of 
health had resulted In vir¬ 
tually no progress. Mr. 
McClelland as I recall it, first 
balked at a proposition which 
was suggested and which no 
doubt was supported by some 
who are now vociferating 
against Helmcken Road that 
another property be 
purchased. 

The minister eventually 
turned this proposition down 
as it was quite evident that 
the price asked was excess¬ 
ive; as when they realized he 
would not accept this offer a 
very large reduction was of¬ 
fered. The minister in his 
wisdom decided to purchase 
the Helmcken Road site. 

Up to this point I do not 
recall any strong sponsorship 
for the upgrading and en¬ 
largement of the Victoria 
General. Several contentious 
viewpoints have been sub¬ 
mitted to this minister and he 
has seemingly agreed to revi¬ 
sions and Incorporate them in 
the Helmcken Road planning 
in concert with the total 
needs of the region: such as 
desirability of pediatrics and

We now have a segment of 
the Victoria Medical Society 
strongly advocating by ad¬ 
vertisements in the press that 
all the planning, discussions, 
etc., be discarded and go 
back to square one and start 
afresh. 

It is apparently admitted 
that more than a third of the 
membership of the medical 
society are In favor of the 
Helmcken Ruad site and that 
all the doctors fn the region 
are not members of the so¬ 
ciety. 

The people In the Western 
portion of the region are enti¬ 
tled to a hospital. 

The Medical Society Hospi¬ 
tal planning report states: 
the areas of Langford, Col- 
wood and Sooke are at pre¬ 
sent looked after by a treat¬ 
ment centre set up by the 
Colwood doctors who are 
looking after 20 to 40 emer¬ 
gencies per day up to 10 p.m. 
This would indicate these 
doctors have no facilities 
other than their office. Se¬ 
vere emergencies require the 
downtown facility with full 
back up services. 

This fact in Itself would in¬ 
dicate the need for a hospital 
in that area of the region. 

Unquestionably all those 
who have or are participating 
In this matter mean well al¬ 
though some of an adversary 
nature may have a political 
axe to grind. 

It boils down to the fact a 
decision had to be made and 


the minister accepted his re¬ 
sponsibility and made It with¬ 
out any waffling or equivoca¬ 
tion and called a halt to this 
repetitive state of division of 
opinion. 

It is noted, labor Is anxious 
for the Helmcken site project 
to get started and rightly so; 
this Is the type of expansion 
we need at this time of unem¬ 
ployment. 

In the past we have wit¬ 
nessed projects delayed by 
labor strife and in order to 
avoid this happening I would 
suggest that all contractors 
and all unions involved be 
obligated to provide a surety 
bond that would deter any 
disputes and guarantee com¬ 
pletion without disturbance. 
This would also assist the 
various contractors in mak¬ 
ing their bids an assurance 
tbat their bid would not have 
to Include potential wage de¬ 
mands prior to completion of 
the project. 

As regards the Victoria 
General Hospital it would 
seem appropriate for a reap¬ 
praisal of its function to be 
considered only after the 
Helmcken Hospital was in op¬ 
eration. *

Students stand behind rape film 


The students of Esquimalt 
High School have heard about 
or have actually read Nancy 
Brown's article over the film 
How To Say No To a Rapist 
and Survive, and would like 
lo make a few comments. 

To begin with, Storaska 
does not advise “a woman lo 
place the rapist’s hand on her 
breast, to press her body 
close to his. or give him a 
little peck on the cheek.” 
Miss Brown either did not 
even see the film or misinter¬ 
preted it entirely. Storaska 
was only telling us the tactics 
used by three women when 
affronted by a rapist or possi¬ 
ble rapist. One doesn't stick 
around to find out. 

When we start to stereo¬ 
type rapists, that is when the 
trouble starts. Each situation 
is different, and that is be¬ 
cause the intentions or feel¬ 
ings In a rapist vary. Where 
one man may be easily 
turned away, another may 
not. Believe me, I am not 
going to find out who is who 
by first screaming and fight¬ 
ing a man thrice my strength 
way out in a lonely spot. 


My friends and I have seen 
this film and Constable Hicks 
did talk to us before and after 
the showing of the film. For 
the benefit of those who were 
not there. I will give an ex¬ 
ample to the best of my mem¬ 
ory as to what Hicks said. 

The film Is under contro¬ 
versy, he told us, and also 
made clear that we may not 
all benefit from this particu¬ 
lar film, but if in this (as well 
as the previous films) we can 
pick nut something that we 
can use, that’s great. 

What Storaska is trying to 
do is give us two chances. We 
may never survive the 
screaming scene, but more 
than likely we will survive 
through being calm and using 
our head and not just our 
mouths. You see, if his 
methods fail, we can still use 
the past recommended 
methods. Of those women 
who have used Storaska's 
technique and have been in¬ 
jured, not one is dead. I am 
assuming from your article 
that they have not suffered 
the humiliation of rape and 


are still alive. And isn’t that 
what we are trying to do — 
avoid rape and stay alive? 

So, contrary to Nancy 
Brown's thinking, the film 
does not advise us to have 
sexual intercourse. Storaska 
merely states to go along 
with the rapist until a safe 
moment arrives before inter¬ 
course, to escape.

Mayoral 
Merry-Go-Round, the Is¬ 
lander, Feb. 12, has lit the 
fuse responsible for this let¬ 
ter. 

The sentence? “One of his 
pet projects was the value 
and necessity of school 
cadets, Instilling through 
parades, drills and packing 
wooden guns once a week, the 
benefits of physical control, 
how to walk, stand and how to 
carry themselves with 
pride.” 

I cannot count the times 
over the past five years I 
have attended hockey and la¬ 
crosse games at Victoria's 
arena. Suffice it to say that on 
not one single occasion have I 
failed to notice, with a cer¬ 
tain degree of irritation, that 
neither the teams nor the au¬ 
dience seem capable of 
standing still, let alone of 
standing erect with pride for 
the playing of the national 
anthem. Almost no one seems 
able to sing it. 

Here and there in the crowd 
Is a veteran of one of the wars 
or perhaps of that earlier pe¬ 
riod In our history when a 
showing of respect was re¬ 
quired conduct. One may 
note a man or a woman 
standing erect and still. They 
are the exceptions. 

One cannot blame the 
teams nor the public. The 
teams carry only hockey or 
lacrosse sticks, not wooden 
guns. Nor, possibly do these 
young players, or many of the 
audience, know or respect the 
anthem. That sort of thing 
went out of style even before 
the Second World War when 
any attitude remotely resem¬ 
bling military discipline was 
scorned and labelled “war 
mongering" from one coast 
to the other. That attitude 
grew and was fostered both 
privately and in our schools 
over the past 30 yeart or 
more. 

Yet we, the public, continue 
to pay lip service not only to 
patriots but also to the ideal 
of a sound mind in a sound, 
healthy body. Sports of every 
kind are lauded to the hilt, yet 


where, at any public gather¬ 
ing, does one ever observe 
real respect or pride for 
either the flag or the national 
anthem? 

These are symbols and only 
symbols, but they are sym¬ 
bols of supposedly Inner 
strength. If we cannot or will 
not pay them the respect due 
such symbols, surely It were 
better they are not used at 
all. 

To return to our teams, by 
their very popularity, they 
instill, particularly in the 
young, a kind of respect and 
ambition to do likewise. To 
stand erect, straight and tall 
and steady is as much a test 
of character and determina¬ 
tion, of morale, an indication 
of inner strength and courage 
as are many lesser tests of 
mere physical stamina. 

At this time of national 


groping for identity, the very 
appearance of our sports 
teams could well help to point 
the way to pride, not only in 
the teams themselves, but to 
pride in the homes and the 
country which produced 
them. Adults, like children, 
tend to copy what they see, 
and the mighty ocean is still 
made up of little drops of 
water. Hockey and lacrosse 
sticks might yet prove to be 
mightier than all the wooden 
guns and nuclear satellites. 

I challenge the coaches to 
try it. Let the teams begin the 
games by showing the public 
how to stand with pride, at 
least for the national anthem, 
even though none seem able 
to sing it.

That those in power just 
don’t care about opinion, ex¬ 
pressed through the media, is 
not true. At all levels of gov¬ 
ernment public opinion. Influ¬ 
ences legislation and brings 
about some much needed im¬ 
provement.

Today'* 
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Embassy rife with spies—MP 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment has known for at 
least seven years that nearly 
half of the staff at the Soviet 
Onion's embassy in Ottawa 
have been employed as intel¬ 
ligence agents but has chosen 
to ignore the situation, ac¬ 
cording to Progressive Con¬ 
servative MP Tom Cossitt. 

Cossitt condemned the gov¬ 
ernment Tuesday In the Com¬ 
mons for not acting on the 
information he says was 
compiled by the RCMP secu¬ 
rity service. He later re¬ 
leased figures he said were 
taken from the top secret file. 

Solicitor-General Jean- 
Jacques Blais attacked Cos¬ 
sitt for his statements but did 
not deny their validity. Blais 
said only that Cossitt was 
working against the interests 
of national security. 

The figures show that as of 
January, 1976, there were 28 
persons working for the 
KGB—Soviet secret police- 
out of a total embassy staff of 
61. 

Cossltt's figures go back to 
1970 and show 30 intelligence 
agents then out of 60 embassy 
employees. 

The Conservative MP says 
the report has been shown to 
all solicitors-general since 


then, as well, as the cabinet 
committee on security and 
intelligence headed by Prime 
Minister Trudeau. 

He told reporters the gov¬ 
ernment was interfering with 
counter-intelligence activi¬ 
ties of the security service for 
political reasons. 

He urged the government 
to expel 16 Soviet officials 
still employed at the embassy 
who were not included in the 
13 employees kicked out of 
the country for espionage 
earlier this month. 

Cossitt said he was releas¬ 
ing the Information because 
the government was allowing 
an intolerable situation to 
continue unchecked. 

“These people are sup¬ 
posed to be here for diplomat¬ 
ic reasons. The RCMP has 
identified them as agents of 
the Soviet intelligence ser-

vice so they should be booted 
out of the country,” he told 
reporters.

Because of the govern¬ 
ment’s lack of support for the 
security service and its work, 
morale in the department 
was low. Therefore, It was 
not surprising that informa¬ 
tion was being leaked to Op¬ 
position MPs. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said the gov¬ 
ernment would do all it could 
to screen replacements for 
the Soviet embassy and to 
make certain in advance they 
were needed for legitimate 
purposes. 

Blais criticized Cossitt, 
saying he was providing no 
service to the country by re¬ 
leasing the information. He 
should give all his informa¬ 
tion to the government to 
allow an orderly investiga¬ 
tion of the facts. 

But Cossitt said there was 
no point in trying to work 
with the government because 
it had not offered to provide 
complete information to the 
Opposition. 


Cossitt said he was satis¬ 
fied his statements had not 
harmed any on-going RCMP 
investigations. 

“1 can assure you I'm doing 
nothing to blow any RCMP 
cases.” 

The Conservative MP for 
Leeds has made a series of 
allegations recently concern¬ 
ing Soviet-backed terrorist 
activities in Canada. 

The Soviet news agency 
Tass denied the allegations 
during the weekend, calling 
them a continuing campaign 
by extreme right-wing forces 
in Canada interested in poi¬ 
soning relations between the 
countries. 

Finns ban 
tobacco ads 

HELSINKI (Reuter) — 
Finland has adopted a new 
health law which bans out¬ 
door, radio, television, media 
and most other advertising of 
cigarettes and other tobacco 
products from March I. It has 
been welcomed by health or¬ 
ganizations, which say they 
will step up their anti-smolf- 
ing campaigns, especially 
among young people. 


On Feb. I Canada expelled 
or barred the return of II 
Soviet officials, charging 
them with involvement in a 
spy ring which attempted to 
recruit a senior RCMP 
officer. 

Cossitt maintains there are 
large numbers of Soviet 
agenfs across the country 
trying to promote unrest by 
infiltrating government and 
business circles. 

Cossitt charged last week 
that five Canadian com¬ 
panies owned Or largely con¬ 
trolled by the Soviet Union 
were being kept under sur¬ 
veillance by the federal force 
to make certain their profits 
were not being used to fi¬ 
nance KGB interests. Repre¬ 


sentatives of the companies 
later denied any wrongdoing. 

He has also charged that 
the French consulate in 
Moncton, N.B., and two state- 
owned companies. Air 
France and Renault Automo¬ 
bile Co., are involved in the 
distribution of funds to 
terrorists. 

All of those charges have 
been denied by the French 
government. 

Cossitt says his sources, 
highly placed In the RCMP 
security service, have proof 
that the French Intelligence 
service is infiltrated with 
KGB agents. 

Cossitt says none of his al¬ 
legations has been proven 
wrong by the government.

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OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral government wants to 
grab so much control ever 
construction of a northern 
gas pipeline that civil rights 
of Canadians are Jeopar¬ 
dised, Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive MPs said Tuesday. 

"Hie BUI of Rights is ema¬ 
sculated by this bin,'* Eldon 
Woolllams (PC—Calgary 
North) told the Commons 
during debata on legislation 
paving the way for construc¬ 
tion ofthe multi-billion-doUar 
pipeline. 

The blU should be celled the 
Liberal gas blU became the 
Liberals were gassing native 
groups, corporations and 
provincial governments ef¬ 
fected by the pipeline, Wool¬ 
llams said. The federal gov¬ 
ernment was seeking the 
power to impose decisions on 
them unllstersUy. 

Billing himself as a voice 
from Canada’s oil capital, 
Woolllams said the cabinet 
would have absolute power 
over the proposed agency 
which would be established to 
monitor developmonts in 
construction. 

The agency would only be 
allowed to question govern¬ 
ment decisions when s point 
of law arose. 

"But the illegal can ba 
made legal," Woolllams said. 

The government recently 
Introduced legislation giving 
the RCMP powers to open 
private mail. The force has 
engaged in the practice for 40 
years although it was illegal, 
he observed. 

Peter Bawden (PC—Cal¬ 
gary South), who said he had 
worked In the oil Industry for 
25 years, said it was clear 
that "Ottawa will control 


every mlnnte detail of the 
pipeUne.” 

He accused the Liberals of 
bowing to New Democratic 
pressure for oven greater 
government control of tho 
project 

Bawden said he realised 
Job creation was one of the 
chief priorities In building the 
pipeline, but said the project 
should not be jeopardized by 
unreasonable demands for 
Canadian content In both ma- 
terials and labor. 

Hugh Anderson (L— 
Comox-Alberni) said the gov¬ 
ernment could not have In¬ 
sisted on such guarantees 
when negotiating a pipeline 
agreement with the United 
States. 

The U.S. would never have 
agreed and there would be no 
pipeline.

Quebecers lazy, 
says Levesque 


QUEBEC (CP) - Premier 
Rene Levesque promised leg¬ 
islation to control land specu¬ 
lation and the relntroductlon 
of a referendum bill in a ses¬ 
sion-opening speech In the 
National Assembly Tuesday 
which urged Quebecers to 
tighten their belts. 

"Collectively, It's very 
simple. We Quebecers don't 
work enough," Levesqua 
said. 

Legislation establishing a 
national asbestos corpora¬ 
tion, setting the rules for the 
independence referendum, 
governing class-action law¬ 
suits and consume! protec¬ 
tion, will all be reintroduced. 

In the economic field, Le¬ 
vesque said unemployment 
levels were “intolerable," 
but there were few new eco¬ 
nomic measures proposed, 
except a start on revitalizing 
the pulp and paper Industry. 

New material In the speech 
included a promise of “funda¬ 
mental changes” In the law 
governing adoption of chil¬ 
dren and a firm commitment 
to set up new government 
departments by the end of 
this year. 

Without giving any'detail. 
Levesque also promised 
“measures to reinforce dem¬ 
ocracy on the municipal 
level,” a revision of the Elec¬ 
tion Act and riding boun¬ 
daries, a new cinema law, 
measures to Increase Que¬ 
becers' participation In “cul¬ 
tural Industries," and a defi¬ 
nition "soon” of minimum 
working conditions. 

The most striking passages 
In the speech, and also the 
most hlunt, were directed at 
public employees. 

Noting that contract nego¬ 
tiations begin anew this year 
with employees in the public 
and semi-public sector, Le- 
vesque called for 
moderation. 

"It must be said openly, 
because everybody knows it, 
that the public and semi-pub¬ 
lic sectors—where Job securi¬ 
ty is the rule and the so-called 
fringe benefits are better

Sailors’ bash 
in July short 
7,000 women 


If anyone know, where to 
get 7.000 female, to dance 
with 7.000 sailor, from half a 
dozen nation, at the biggest 
bash Victoria ha, ever seen. 
Colin Crisp would like to hear 
from them 

The sailor, are expected 
to arrive here July 31 to take 
part in the largest naval 
parade ever on the West 
Coast. An estimated 27 war 
' ships from Japan, the U.S., 
llie United Kingdom. New 
Zealand, South Korea and 
Canada will take part in the 
naval parade, one of the 
major events during the Cap 
lain Cook bicentenary. 

The four core municipal 
llie, have been saddled with 
i he task of providing some 
sort of entertainment for the 
visiting sailors and a dance 
came to mind. 

But the sheer logistics of 
such undertakings are stag¬ 
gering, according to Crisp. 
Victoria's assistant city 
manager. 

Crisp Is a member of the 
sleering committee which co¬ 
ordinates the four core mini- 
ripalities’ bicentenary 
contributions. 

"If anyone ha, any bright 
idea where to get 7.000 fe¬ 
males in the right age brack 
et. let me know." Crisp said 
Tuesday. 

He was giving an outline of 
scheduled bicentenray activi¬ 
ties to the Central Business 
Advisory Committee. 

The dance doesn’t pose the 
nnlv problem, according to 
yWfcp. 

Two tall ships from Japan 
arc expected to arrive In Vic¬ 
toria June 18 for a four-day 
slay; another three, one from 
Japan, one from Argentina 
and another from Uruguay 
are scheduled to arrive July 
20 . also for a four-day visit. 

The prospect of 100,000 peo¬ 
ple trying to get aboard the 
ships during the brief stay is 
giving Crisp nightmares. 


He said at similar festivi¬ 
ties in the Baltic, up to 250,000 
people had boarded tall ships. 

Every problem, according 
to Crisp seems to present It¬ 
self In superlatives. Crowd 
control, traffic control and 
Ihe berthing of a great num¬ 
ber of ships expected to ar¬ 
rive during Ihe summer, re¬ 
quired careful planning, he 
said. 

And although only five 
class A tall ships have con¬ 
firmed their arrival so far, 
the number of smaller ves¬ 
sels will be quite impressive. 

Crisp said the city expected 
at least 40 class B sailing ves¬ 
sels. ranging in size from 
100 feet to 125 feet. In addition 
to that, many more smaller 
ships would come here. 

He said as many of the 
smaller vessels as possible 
would be berthed Hi the Inner 
Harbor for maximum visual 

effect.

Today the native people come to Friendly Cove only for their final rest

The vnall white wooden crosses are leaning In the 
side, battered by wind and rain. 

Here and there, a cross has fallen to the ground, 
overgrown with grass and weeds. 

Except for the thunder of the breakers rolling 
ashore, the place is quiet 

Tread carefully, here lies a race. 

You're standing on the graveyard at Friendly 
Cove. 

"Edward Williams—Born May 7, 1923—Died 
March 2, 1924.” Not,even a year old 

Many of the inscriptions are similar, bearing testi 
mony to the infant mortality among Indians. Children 
who never lived to be teenagers. 

THE GRAVEYARD is guarded by craggy old 
cedars, some of which must have been saplings when 
Captain James Cook was welcomed here 200 years ago 
You have the urge to check the trees in case there are 
names carved into the bark by Cook's crew. 


Just a short walk from the graveyard which faces 
nut on the open sea. is the cove where Cook's ship, the 
Resolution, anchored in March 177*. 

Cook was the first European to set foot on what was 
later to become British Columbia. More than 2.000 In¬ 
dians living at Friendly Cove then, welcomed him with 
ttpen arms. 

Today the cove is deserted. The remnants of the 
reserve, abandoned several years ago. are rotting 
away. Two or three homes are still habitable, the rest 
have been dismantled, or have simply fallen to decay 

OLD, RUSTING refrigerators and stoves litter the 
grass. Plastic bottlesandolhercontainers which refuse 
to return to the soil lie in the shadow of a huge totem 
pole 

A little way off. accessible only after a steep climb 
over rocks and driftwood, is a house that must have 
been abandoned decades ago. And just a few feet front 
it. the remains of a fishing boat are hidden by deep 
overgrowth. 

On top of a gentle slope, overlooking the decayed 
settlement, stands the little church, used only for tuner 
als these days 

YOU W ALK DOWN lo the beach of Ihe cove and the 


most vivid impression isn't that of imagining how Cook 
came ashore 200 years ago, but what his arrival did to 
the people who had lived here for centuries before. 

They have been the real losers. They have changed 
Friendly Cove hasn't. It Is easy to imagine why they 
I chose this place to live. 

The open sea on one side, the sheltered cove on the 
other. Straight ahead, toward the mainland, there’s 
Bligh Island where Cook's men cut some tall trees for 
shipmasts. 

And on both sides of the.inlet. forested hills with 
snow-capped mountains looming behind them. 

What happened to the inhabitants? 

ASIDE FROM the 2.000 permament residents of 
Friendly Cove some 200 years ago, it was also the 
summer meeting place for thousands of warring Noot 
kas. considered the greatest whaling people in North 
America 

Indians lived there for an estimated 3,000 years 
until it was abandoned several years ago 

They could no longer make a living at the place of 
Iheir ancestors. Their fleet of fishing boats had been 
w hittled away. And so they moved lo the vicinity of the 
pulp mill where they could find jobs. 


Ambrose Maquinna, chief of the Mowachat band, 
has no answer either. He can't say why the fishing boats 
disappeared, why the Indians were no longer able to do 
what they knew best — fishing. 

ALLHEKNOWS is that Friendly Cove is home It's 
Ihe place of his ancestors and he's homesick. 

He believes that with help, the Indians could, once 
again, return to their old ways of life and make a living 
off the sea. but he doesn’t know how to get the necessary 
fishboats. 

Occasionally, the Indians take their children to 
Friendly Cove during the summer. They show Ihem 
where to pick berries and tell them that this was once 
home to their people. 

And then, they return to their hovels under the 
smokestack. 

IN THE DISTANCE, you see a small boat approach 
Ihe cove. It’s your guide, Tony Reeve, who has come to 
pick you up at the designated time 

And you take a last walk around and you feel almost 
sacrilegious because you know you're walking on the 
grave of a people. 

And you want to weep.

Finnish ferry 
eyed for run 


Lagoon outfall won’t do, region told

Purchase of Ihe luxury lOtF 
car Finnish ferry Polv 
Express to operate between 
Anacortes and Sidney will be 
recommended to the Wash¬ 
ington State transport de 
partment at a meeting Fri 
day in Olympia 

The $3.5 million ferry could 
he operating by mid-June. 
Anacortes chamber of com¬ 
merce manager A! Segar 
said in an interview Tuesday. 

The service was to have 
been discontinued last year 
but Washington Governor 
Dixy Lee Ray gave two re¬ 
prieves to enable an Ana¬ 
cortes group lo negotiate the 
purchase of a vessel to be 
operated by the state ferry 
system 

.The chamber's ferry com¬ 
mittee will meet Thursday to 
draft a recommendation lo be 
presented to the governor's 
staff at Friday's meeting, 
Segar said. 

Success of the proposal, he 
said, hinged on the availabili¬ 
ty of federal funds. The Ana¬ 
cortes chamber, the prime 
force in co-ordinating efforts 
lo retain the international 
ferry run. is seeking an 80 
per cent grant from the U.S. 
government and a 20 per cent 
grant from the state of 
Washington 

The 10-year-old ferry has 
been operating (or the last 
few summers in the Baltic 
between Finland and Swe 
den. It is being sold because it 
has nq ice-breaking capabili 
r.v and cannot operate in the 
winter. 


It has a capacity of 800 
passengers but Segar said 
minor alterations would in¬ 
crease that by 400 or 500 by 
eliminating some staterooms 
and creating passenger ser¬ 
vice areas 

"It's a better lourtal orient 
ed ferry than anything we 
now have, and it will cost only 
20 per cent of what a new 
vessel will cost.” 

A marine surveyor was 
hired by the chamber to go to 
Scandinavia and England lo 
search for a suitable ferry. 

The 100-car Evergreen 
State which now travels be¬ 
tween Anacortes and Sidney 
also calls at Lopez. Shaw. 
Orcas and Friday Harbor will 
be taken off the run in June to 
replace an old vessel on a 
domestic route. 

Segar said the ferry would 
likely make two trips daily in 
each direction during the 
tourist season with more 
scheduled if necessary’. 

Any hope of obtaining 
money from the B.C. govern¬ 
ment to keep the service 
operating looked pretty 
bleak. Segar said. 

“The government has 
enough problems with its own 
ferry service: they’re in no 
position to do anything at this 
time to aid us,” he said. 

One avenue that could be 
explored would be waiving or 
reducing the $15,000 terminal 
fee charged for using the Sid 
ney terminal. Segar 
suggested

that they will not be allowed to build a 1,200-foot outfall to 
discharge raw sewage off the lagoon from a 70-home subdi 
vision bordering the lagoon. , 

SAID REGION board chairman James Campbell: “It's 
really sad that the people who won this battle were not repre 
vented by intelligent and concerned members of the scien 
tific community aware of marine biology, but was a group 
of malcontents w ho managed to persuade the Pollution Con 
trol Board against the recommendations of Pollution Con 
trol branch engineers, of University of Victoria biologist 
Derek Ellis, and of regional health officer Allan Ameil. 
into a course of action which will ensure that Esquimau 
Lagoon will continue to be polluted by this kind of efflu 
ent for sometime to come. " 

Arneil has been concerned about faulty sewage disposal 
systems in some of the houses for about four years, and at 
one time homeowners were ordered to correct their own 
systems 

THEY HIRED a lawyer, and started legal action against 
the region, because regional inspectors had approved the 
septic tank systems In the subdivision. 

They later withdrew the action, and the region pro 
posed the $350,000 outfall, with 75 per cent of costs to be 
paid by senior levels of government and the rest by 
homeowners. 

The region did not pursue its cleanup orders because of 
the prospect of building the outfall 

The pollution control branch issued a permit for an 
outfall in 1976, but after initial appeals against the pro¬ 
posal, the plan was withdrawn and a new permit issued for an 
amended plan. 

Appeals continued, and late last year the board held a 
four- day hearing into the proposal. 

In its decision, the board noted that Esquimalt Lagoon 
is polluted, with sewage entering the lagOon from natu 
ral water courses and seepage from several areas, in¬ 
cluding Belmont Park and the subdivision. 

The region had put forward its proposal as a temporary 
solution, with the system to be ultimately connected to a 
proposed outfall off Albert Head, but the board noted 
that there was no definite plan to provide such a system by 
any specific date 

NO LAND had been set aside for a treatmenl plant if one 
should become necessary, although Campbell said Toes 


day that land is available in Ihe road allowance, and 
therefore did not need to be set aside 

"The area proposed for the discharge to the sea is an 
embayment as defined in Ihe Pollution Control Board 
guidelines and there is probably inadequate flushing in 
the area.” the decision noted. 

In addition. Ihe beach facing the proposed outfall has 
been designated as a recreational area by the CRD, and 
the lagoon is a federal wildlife reserve 

THE BOARD DECISION conceded that a potential 
health hazard exists in the subdivision, but said ground dispo 
sal of sewage is unsatisfactory or impossible for many 
of the properties, while land disposal to somg other site is

impractical on economic grounds and spray irrigation 
unacceptable. 

However, the board noted, the federal government is 
taking steps to upgrade its sewage disposal arrange 
ments for Belmont Park, and would be prepared to discuss 
a co-operative approach to the Esquimalt Lagoon prnb 
lems. ' 

The pollution control board Is concerned that the 
unsanitary conditions in the Block Bros, subdivision should 
be abated without further delay.” continued the decision 
"This may involve immediate measures such as the installs 
tion of holding tanks to receive sanitary effluent from some of 
the properties. 

"The board also feels that a permanent, not a tem¬ 
porary, solution must be found.” 

APPEALS AGAINST the outfall had been lodged by 
Colwood Ratepayers Association, a citizens' group, the 
Victoria Labor Council, and Ellis. 

‘The principal 'objector was Ellis," said Campbell 
"He lodged an appeal and then got funds to examine Ihe 
proposal and withdrew his appeal " 

Ellis told the board during the hearing that while he had 
not done complete studies in the Esquimalt Lagoon area, 
he had gathered enough information to convince him of 
the validity of other data being presented. 

He and some university students studied the area of the 
proposed outlet and a similar nearby outfall from Belmont 
Park. 

Shirley Wilde of the ratepayers said Tuesday she was 
pleased with the board ruling, although she said she felt 
sorry for subdivision residents. 

She suggested that the best course would be to follow the 
original plan of taking the region to court. 

”We have to establish whether or not regional in¬ 
spectors arc accountable for what they approve,” she said. 
“If they are not accountable why do we have them at all? 
We could do away with a whole crowd of building in¬ 
spectors. electrical inspectors, etc., if their approval means 
nothing.” 

The board decision will be presented to the CRD at its 
meeting today. 

CAMPBELL SAID he was perturbed that the decision 
handed down by the PCB did not give reasons for turning 
down the permit, although it had listed a good deal of in 
formation. 

They do say they are concerned with the unsatisfac¬ 
tory condition, which should be abated without delay,” he 
said "It's comforting to know that they got that far.”

VANCOUVER (CP) - B.C 
Hydro transit workers begin voting 
Thursday on a mediation report 
while gas workers continue pre¬ 
parations for a strike they say could 
begin later this week. 

The report, prepared by mediator 
Ken Aibertini, offers a compromise 
solution to the issue of a revised 
spare-board operation, a revision 
demanded by the company. It also 
rejects a request by the Amalga¬ 
mated Transit Union for a shorter 
work week. 

A rejection of the report by the 
union would open the way for a 
strike by 3,300 bus drivers, train¬ 
men and mechanics. 

Aiberttni's report proposes that 
the spare-board operation, a system 
for assigning work during peak pe¬ 
riods, go to a five-member commit¬ 
tee for arbitration. 

“It's a letdown,” said a union 
official. “Spare board is to go to 


arbitration and the shorter work 
week wasn’t even mentioned.” 

Neither the company nor the 
union recommended acceptance or 
rejection of the report following 
special meetings Monday and Tues¬ 
day. 

“It’s entirely up to the member¬ 
ship, “a union spokesman said.” 
Then we will know which way we 
are going.” 

He said the union expects to know 
the results of the vote by Friday. 

Hydro transit spokesman Harry 
Atterton said management is stu¬ 
dying the report. 

The mediation report deals with 
three other issues supporting the 
union position that current prac¬ 
tices guiding travel time and work 
assignments be retained while rec¬ 
ommending tbat overtime prob¬ 
lems affecting only spare-board op¬ 


erators also be resolved by arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Hydro has said it will save $500,- 
000 if It can gain control of the spare 
board now governed by 130 union 
bylaws. Aibertini proposes that the 
committee headed by a chairman 
with the authority to make binding 
decision resolve the issue by July 1, 
1978. 

Earlier the two parties agreed to 
a two-year contract expiring July 
31, 1979 with a wage increase of 6.1 
per cent in the first year and four 
per cent in the second. 

Meanwhile, the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
representing 000 gas workers, con¬ 
tinued preparations for a strike 
made possible last week when me¬ 
diator Clark Gilmour reported out 
the union's dispute with the com¬ 
pany.

Burrard Inlet Tuesday, but the pilot wasn't the 
only one to get wet. 

A B.C.Television Co. cameraman, filming the 
aftermath of the Incident, ended up in the water, along 
with his $50,000 camera. He said later be was pushed 
by the plane’s pilot, John Way, of Surrey.

"He was right on the edge of the dock. A breath of 
air could have toppled him with that heavy camera.” 

The seaplane was on a test flight over Port Moody, 
just east of Vancouver, after taking off from the 
Burrard air dock. 

"The water waa very glassy and I was lower than I 
figured," said Way. “One float dug in. then the plane 
fell on its side, and eventually toppled over. Both 
wingtips were wrecked.”

“To be a social democrat is 
to be educated and Informed.

“In any case, it (the federal 
government) would no longer 
have the power to tax,” he 
said. “It would be the disap¬ 
pearance of the federal ayt- 
tem as we know It. 

“Quebec would have a 
complete government. This 
could resemble a common 
market. There would be two 
governments, two societies.” 

Levesque said he believed 
in the survival of Canada, 
“but comparable to Benelux, 


even If It la difficult to make 
any analogy. 

. “There Is nothing to cause 
a nervous breakdown. There 
Is nothing that can resemble 
the end of the world,” he said. 

A sovereign Quebec could 
not claim to “be 100 per cent 
self-sufficient," he said, "but 
our degree of self-sufficiency 
can be Increased. 

“We are far behind our po¬ 
tential,” Levesque said. 
When food products were 
produced in Quebec, jobs 
were maintained in the pro¬ 
vince and money was no 
longer sent elsewhere, he 
said. 

“We must not fall Into de¬ 


pendence and we must do the 
maximum In order to be 
self-sufficient.” 

Asked about a strike af¬ 
fecting school bus service In 
the Trots-Rivieres area, Le¬ 
vesque questioned the need 
for a separate tranaportatlon 
system for students and for 
other passengers. 

“At the same time as we 
are tearing our heart out to 
help old people to get from 
one place to another, even 
though we are unable in prac¬ 
tice to do so because of bud¬ 
getary restrictions, It Is scan¬ 
dalous that young people in 
perfect health refuse to walk 
several miles on foot,” the 
premier said.

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LEAD SHOT PELLETS from shotguns fired by hunters 
at ducks over the Cowlchan River estuary are blamed for 
the sickness and eventual death of trumpeter swans and 
hundreds of ducks which feed in one specific area of the 
estuary. 

One trumpeter swan is now being treated In a private 
bird hospital after it was picked up last week from the 
estuary ill and taken to the Prevost Veterinary Clinic 
where Dr. Arnold Wlren x-rayed it and found 20 to 25 
lead shotgun pellets in its digestive tracts. It is now 
being administered medicine by full-time amateur orni¬ 
thologist John Comer of Duncan, who has made a study 
over several years for the Canadian Wildlife Service, 
the fish and wildlife branch and Cowlchan Bird Society 
on the effect of spent lead shot left in the shallow es¬ 
tuary marshes during waterfowl hunting season. 

Comer says .there is at least one more Ill trumpeter 
swan on the estuary marshes and he believes several hun¬ 
dred ducks die each year from lead poisoning picked 
up in the Cowlchan estuary area. They don't die immedi¬ 
ately, but rather are slowly poisoned by the build-up of 
lead poison through the ingested shot pellets. He also 
believes it harms the reproductive capabilities. 

One area of the Cowichan estuary Is particularly vul¬ 
nerable to the lead shot problem. It is a semi-circular 
area with log booms on one side and waterfowl hunters 
can tie their boats to the booms and establish their 
duck blinds. They all fire in the same direction and the 
spent shot falls in a concentrated shallow area with a 
hard bottom. The shot doesn't sink into the mud like 
It does rather harmlessly In deeper lakes and ponds. 
Rather, through a leaching process caused by tide move¬ 
ments It Is exposed in the first two or three Inches 
of bottom and can easily be picked up and Ingested by 
dappling ducks such as mallards, pintails, shovellers, 
widgeons and the rare trumpeter swans. 

Comer believes more waterfowl are killed by the lead 
poisoning than by the hunters hitting their targets. He 
urges that the new steel pellets be used In that area and a 
few other estuary areas on Vancouver Island where similar 
conditions exist.

STEEL SHOT became mandatory this past season In 
selected areas of the Atlantic and Mississippi flyways, but 
the lead shot problem has not been considered serious In this 
area until recent disclosures and the indisputable x-rays on 
the trumpeter swan. Now maybe the steel shot should 
be considered for use here, even if only on an educated 
voluntary basis. After all hunters are more interested 
in saving waterfowl than most other people and spend 
millions of dollars every year to save and restore marsh 
lands as waterfowl habitat. 

Waterfowl losses attributed to lead poisoning resulting 
from ingestion of spent shot have been a matter of con¬ 
cern for many years. Ammunition manufacturers and 
wildlife agencies have been actively involved in research 
to develop a non-toxic substitute for lead. In 1966 they 
agreed the most promising material was steel. 

However, in spite of Its promise, steel has certain In¬ 
herent drawbacks. First, It is only two-thirds as dense as 
lead. As a result, steel pellets of any given shot size deliver 
proportionately less energy than lead pellets of the same 
size. Second, because it is harder, it can cause prob¬ 
lems in some barrels. Third, steel shot Is more expensive 
than lead shot, sometimes by more than 106 per cent. 

* ★ ★ 

CHALLENGE faces waters 
fowl hunters in the use of 
the new steel shot. They will 
have to prove they can not 
only be good hunters, but also 
ethical hunters. 

Ammunition manufactur¬ 
ers producing steel shot loads 
have clearly stated their re¬ 
search shows maximum ef¬ 
fective range of steel shot to 
be less than that of lead. Will 
this make it more difficult for 
waterfowlers to fill their bag 
limits? Will it cause an in¬ 
crease in crippling? 

Unfortunately, the answer 
lo these questions is less 
clear. It depends on a number 
of factors. But, of ail the 
factors involved, the most 
significant is the waterfowler 
himself. 

The key to the situation 
may rest in the percentage of 
waterfowlers who engage in 
waterfowl hunting versus 
those who indulge only in wa¬ 
terfowl shooting. 

There is a difference. Hunt¬ 
ing is the traditional, time- 
honored sport of either luring 
game of any type close 
enough for an effective shot, 
or stalking game successful¬ 
ly to accomplish the same 
thing. The shooting part of 
the action should wait until 
the hunting part has been 
effectively accomplished. 

Too often in the past among 
some questionable sports¬ 
men. waterfowling has drift¬ 
ed into a purely shooting ac¬ 
tivity. Skybusting has long 
been a problem — especially 
in the Cowichan estuary. And 
skybusting with lead shot is 
no more valid or ethical than 
skybusting with steel shot. 

* * * 

EVIDENCE SHOWS wa 
terfowling with steel shot can 
be successful for those who 
return to the concept of intel¬ 
ligent hunting This means a 
return to effective decoying, 
better camouflage and a bit 
more patience to bring the 
birds into reasonable range. 

It means passing up those 
60-yard shots that may occa¬ 
sionally down a bird, but 
more likely to miss complete¬ 
ly, or even worse, to crip¬ 
ple 

The steel shot regulation 
now is only in two flyways. It 
will be extended and that will 
mean a renewal of more 
careful and more effective 
hunting practices. 

We now know we have a 
problem here on the Cowi¬ 
chan estuary. Why not get a 
head start on renewing our 
hunting ethics?

ATLANTA (CP) - The 
National Hockey League will 
go to an unbalanced schedule 
beginning with the 1971-79 
season. 

The league's board of gov¬ 
ernors, meeting to map out 
their plans for next season, 
discussed several proposals 
on realignment during their 
six-hour session Tuesday. 

"We had hoped to get some 
geographical realignment 
here,” said George Gund III, 
the owner of Cleveland 
Barons. “We wanted realign¬ 
ment and an unbalanced 
schedule. We got the unbal¬ 
anced schedule. 

"We will be playing more 
teams in our own division 
without the realignment. 
That's going to hurt us as far 
as winning games goes be¬ 
cause we are up against three 
of top six teams In the 
league—Boston, Buffalo and 
Toronto. 

“Now we will play eight 
games against each of those 
teams and less with the other 
clubs. That didn't turn out as 
we hoped. . 

“We were hoping for some 
geographical realignment so 
we could develop some team 
rivalries. That would help In 
Cleveland. In the American 
League, we had strong ri¬ 
valries with Buffalo and 
Pittsburgh in particular. It 
(geographical realignment) 
also keeps the travel sched¬ 
ule down. 

“I was hoping, Ideally, to 
have three divisions of six 
teams strictly geographic in 
alignment." 

Gund said that Cleveland 
would be a part of the NHL 
next season. The Barons, who 
play their games at the Rich¬ 
field, Ohio, Coliseum, have 
had attendance problems 
ever since the club moved to 
Ohio from Oakland. 

“I think there is an im¬ 
provement,” said Gund. 
“The team is Improving. We 
need a winner there and that 
would help us get a few peo¬ 
ple there. 

“There definitely is a base 
for hockey in Cleveland. It 
was established before in the 
AHL. The problem has been 
getting people used to coming 


out to the building from 
Cleveland and Akron." 

The Coliseum Is located 
midway between the two 
Ohio cities and Gund Indicat¬ 
ed that a good deal of support 
was coming from nearby 
Canton. ' 

Asked if he was confident 


the Barons would be part of 
the NHL next season, Gund 
said: "Oh yes. Very 
definitely.” 

NHL president John 
Ziegler left the meeting room 
ana was not immediately 
available for comment on 
Tuesday’s sessions. He had a 


meeting scheduled Tuesday 
night with the NHL’s Interna¬ 
tional committee presumable 
to discuss the proposed all- 
star week and the participa¬ 
tion of NHL players In the 
1979 world hockey champion¬ 
ships in Prague. 

A1 Eagleson, the executive 


director of the NHL Players’ 
Association, was due here 
Tuesday night and was to 
meet with Ziegler and other 
members of the international 
committee. 

While Ziegler was not 
available for comment, it

Ruck resigns in NHL squabble 


ATLANTA (CP) — Don V. Ruck resigned Tuesday 
night as president of National Hockey League Services 
and vice-president in charge of public relations. 

In a prepared statement. Ruck said the resignation 
was caused by "a difference of Judgment between 
myself and the members of the board as to the future 
of NHLS." 

There has been a feeling among many of the gover¬ 
nors that the concept of NHLS should be examined 
and that some structured changes are needed. 

"The governors have indicated that they wish to 
seriously explore a policy of contracting with third 
parties to supply their services. I cannot agree with 
this position and thus I feel I must resign.” 

Ruck joined the NHL 12 years ago after working for 
a health insurance organization. He was in charge of 
the NHL's New York office and founded NHLS in 19*8 


to oversee all activities such as television, licensing 
and publications. 

In accepting the resignation, John Ziegler, president 
of the NHL, praised Ruck for his efforts and said “our 
future is better because he has given so unselfishly of 
his talent, time and loyalty to the NHL.” 

Ruck was the target for major criticism In a Toronto 
report last month which claimed some mismanage¬ 
ment of the NHLS. Ziegler vehemently denied the 
report the next day but there had been growing 
speculation that Ruck would be out of the job by June 
1 . 

Ziegler did not say what the NHL’s plan for reorgan¬ 
izing the NHLS would be. although the matter was 
discussed at Tuesday’s meeting of the board. 

Ruck was present at Tuesday's board meeting and Is 
scheduled to return to New York today. He could not 
say what his future plans might be. 

“I plan to take a short vacation and go to work on my 
plans for the future." 


Polish skier surprise winner

Jozef Luszczek rallied In the 
closing stages to win Tues¬ 
day's 15-kllometre race at the 
world Nordic championships 
for Poland's first-ever gold 
medal in major cross-country 
skiing competition.

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Jets’ future on line; 
trustees meet today 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
World Hockey Association's 
board of trustees meets today 
to decide the future of its 
Winnipeg Jets franchise. 

“It will be known by tomor¬ 
row If we’re going to finish 
the season or not,” Jets board 
chairman Bob Graham said 
by telephone from his Winni¬ 
peg office Tuesday. "We’ll be 
finding out what the future of 
the Jets will be for this season 
and for the long term.’’ 

Jets management said at a 
news conference in Winnipeg 
Thursday that the team 
would survive as a publicly- 
owned entity only if It was 
permitted to pursue an NHL 
franchise and if previous ow¬ 
nership agreed to forget a 
SI.2-million debt. 

A WO-million arena to be 
constructed In Winnipeg ap¬ 
peared to be at the heart of 
the matter, since the team 
would not be able to refinance 
without it. Jets sources, who 
preferred anonymity, said 
the arena would not be built If 
the team could not assure 
city management that hock¬ 
ey could survive on a major 
league economic level. 

That level, they explained, 
would not be reached without 
admission to the NHL. 

The sources admitted, how¬ 
ever, that there has been no 
official communication with 
the NHL as to whether that 
league would be Interested in 


accepting a Winnipeg 

application. 

NHL officials, meeting 
Tuesday in Atlanta, could not 
be reached for comment. It 
was learned, however, that 
no Winnipeg nor WHA repre¬ 
sentative had made any pre¬ 
sentation to the NHL board of 
governors.

Mayor claims no deal 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Mayor George Moscone re! 
terated Tuesday that the let¬ 
ter he sent to National 
League president Chub Feen¬ 
ey two years ago “was not 
secret, and there was no 
deal.”

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Tourism tactics attacked 


OTTAWA (CP) — Local 
travel agencies are com¬ 
plaining that a government- 
sanctioned program to 
prompt Canadians to travel 
more within the country is 
being hampered by a lack of 
written material to explain 
the program's tours. 

“There has been a lot of 
talk from the federal govern¬ 
ment and the travel industry, 
but the volume of brochures 
and other printed material is 


still very scarce,” said Lee 
Mosley, owner of Rho-Mar 
Travel Inc. 

He and other travel agents 
were interviewed recently 
about the "see-Canada” pro¬ 
gram, unveiled three weeks 
ago by Industry Minister 
Jack Horner and a number of 
top tourism executives. 

“The scheme has much 
that would appeal to Canadi¬ 
an travellers,” said Carlo 
Bertasi, co-owner of Allan's 


Travel Services Ud., “but Its 
contents have not filtered 
through to the public because 
too little printed material has 
been sent to travel agencies 
and too little money has been 
spent on promotion and 
advertising." 

Bob Dore, owner of Rldeau 
Travel, complained about the 
quality of information avail¬ 
able to explain the program's 
series of low-cost Canadian 
tours. 


"What brochures and fold¬ 
ers I do have on the program 
do not explain Its features 
very clearly,” Dore said. 

But Peter Thomson, 
Homer's eecutlve assistant, 
called the criticisms 
■premature." 

He said a number of tour 
organizers and travel execu¬ 
tives still had not worked out 
the details of the tours they 


hoped to offer under the 
program. 

Thomson said a major ad¬ 
vertising campaign to pro¬ 
mote travel in the country 
would be announced later this 
week, but declined to give 
details.

Cleveland, Columbus share brunt oi attacks 

Bomb link suspected 
at abortion clinics 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Of¬ 
ficials are checking for a pos¬ 
sible link between the week¬ 
end firebombing of a Cleve¬ 
land abortion clinic and a 
$200,000 fire at a Columbus 
abortion clinic last month. 

Aurelia Elliott, 48. a work 
er at the Concerned Women’s 
Clinic, suffered chemical 
bums Saturday when a man 
entered the clinic and threw a 
bag at her. The bag. which hit 
her in tha face, was believed 
to contain gasoline, police 
said.

TORONTO (CP) — A man 
whose real name is not known 
by police was sentenced Mon¬ 
day to three years in peniten¬ 
tiary for his role in an inter¬ 
national counterfeiting ring. 

The man. about SO, pleaded 
guilty through an Italian in¬ 
terpreter to one of 21 charges 
of uttering forged travellers 
cheques. 

The crown said he was 
known to be part of a ring 
that passed $230,000 in phon¬ 
ey cheques in 18 countries. 

Court was told that the man 
Is a political refugee from 
Argentina who settled In 
Peru. He was in Toronto last 
summer and used phoney 
passports from Equador and 
Australia to utter Australian 
and Japanese travellers che¬ 
ques forged in Italy. 

The crown described the 
man as a courier who used so 
many names that authorities 
charged him as John Doe. 

A Metropolitan Toronto po¬ 
lice sergeant said that Inter¬ 
pol Identified the man as 
Alessandro Blanchl. When 
arrested, he was carrying a 
forged Australian passport in 
the name of Levis Dino. 


The man also tossed a de¬ 
vice which started the fire, 
causing $30,000 In damage to 
the clinic, which had only 
re opened Friday after being 
vandalized Wednesday night. 
In that incident, iodine was 
thrown on the walls and 
floors and telephone cords 
were cut. Damage was put at 
$300. 

Two abortion-rights lead¬ 
ers blamed the incident on 
the influence of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

“From the pulpit we’re 
being called murderers." 
said Carolyn Buell, executive 
director of the Preterm Clin¬ 
ic in Cleveland. 

William Baird of New York 
City, founder of the Abortion 
Freedom League, said the 
situation would “turn Into an¬ 
other Northern Ireland un¬ 
less the Roman Catholics 
stop feeding the winds of 
hatred.” 

But Rev. Frank Kosem, 
director of news for the Dio¬ 
cese of Cleveland, said vio¬ 
lence went against Catholi 
cism and the pro-life 
movement. 

“At the same time, we have 
no control over people who do 
irrational things, but we can’t 
condone them,” Father 
Kosem said. “I am sorry this 
has happened." 

Cleveland Fire Chief 
James Higginbotham said 
police were investigating a 
possible link between the two 
clinic attacks. 

“I understand there was a 
similar deal in Columbus a 
few weeks ago and they are 
trying to see if there is a 
connection," said Higgen- 
botham. who was at the fire 
scene. 

The Columbus fire oc¬ 
curred last month at the 
Northwest Women's Centre. 

A pattern of attacks on 
abortion clinics across the 
II,.S. has emerged, says 
Christine Brim, public infor¬ 
mation director for the Na¬ 
tional Abortion Rights Action 
League in Washington. 

She said her organization 
had reports that clinics in 
New York, Omaha. Minneap¬ 
olis, Anchorage, Alaska, Bal¬ 
timore and Fairfax, Va„ had 


been the targets of violence 
this year. 

In the incidents, she said, 
people who Identified them¬ 
selves as anti-abortionists 
entered the centres and 
pushed and threatened em¬ 
ployees and patients.

Toronto’s mvsterv countess 

From suicide 
emerges tale 
of loneliness 


TORONTO (CP) — Mys¬ 
tery still shrouds the suicide 
Feb. 9 of Margrit Piatti. a 
wealthy 51-year-old woman 
who arrived in Toronto four 
years ago from Switzerland 

Police said the w oman, who 
was called a countess be 
cause of a former marriage 
•o an Italian count, appareni 
ly shot herself with one of two 
pistols she purchased to pro 
tect herself from a person or 
persons she felt were trying 
to kill her 

At the family's request, the 
body was cremated last week 
and the ashes returned to 
Switzerland. 

Mrs. Piatti's body was dis¬ 
covered in her luxury 50th 
floor apartment in a central 
Toronto building by her 
cleaning lady, I.auriana 
Pereira. 

At Christmas. Mrs. Piatti 
accepted Mrs. Pereira's invi¬ 
tation to dine at the Pereiras' 
modest west Toronto home. 

Mrs. Pereira said she 
sensed her client was lonely 
and unhappy 

"One day she showed me a 
bell. ‘This is for calling pen 
pie to dinner, but now there is 
no one to call.’ she told me 
and looked sad." 

Others recalled Mrs. Piat 
•i s loneliness and fear. 

Anne Urbancic, her Eng 
lish teacher, said Mrs. Piatti 
phoned her a few weeks be 
fore the suicide and said. 
"My life is worth nothing ' 

Prof. Pauline Joliat. her 
French teacher at the Uni 
versity of Toronto, said Mrs 
Piatti was civilized and cul¬ 
tured, but had been unable to 
get to know any Canadians 

"She was trying to reach 
nut. She told me she was 
going to be killed," Joiiat 
said in an interview. "She 
had such a terribly tragic 
look about her." 

Mrs. Piatti's sister. Elisa 
heth Schaeffer, said she had 
no friends in Toronto. 

Initial reports said Mrs. 
Piatti's suicide might have 
stemmed from her despair at 
Having to destroy her pet of 13 
years, Khado, an English 
setter. 

The apartment did not 
allow pets, and last -fall Mrs. 
Piatti had the dog destroyed. 


Frisbee tosser 
killed by bullet 

NEW ORLEANS. La. (AP) 
— A man enraged when a 
Frisbee hit his car put a 
bullet through the head of the 
15-year-old boy who threw it. 
police said. The owner of the 
car. Henry Miller, 29. was ar¬ 
rested. Police quoted wit 
nesses as saying he leaped 
from the vehicle, shouting 
and brandishing a revolver, 
and fired one shot at close 
range Roland Andry died 
in hospital.

Mrs. Piatti came to Toron 
to in the fall of 1973 and 
stayed in a luxury hotel with 
her Swiss boyfriend, a slim 
blond man known only as 
Crs. 

Her relationship with lira

Recalled Mrs. Joliat: "1 
have never given any student 
consistent As and A-pluses in 
my whole career But in her 
case I had no choice."

"She was completely iso¬ 
lated up there." said her 
realtor. Clausius.

She has spent 35 years a't 
her little typewriter, some¬ 
times working eight hours a 
day. She has produced hun¬ 
dreds of volumes of books In 
her time. 

The only problem Is that 
Olive Stephens can’t read 
what she writes. At least she 
can’t read it the way it’s sup¬ 
posed to be read — with one’s 
fingers. 

A volunteer typist for the 
Jericho Hill Resource Centre, 
Victoria resident Mrs. Ste¬ 
phens retypes standard text¬ 
books and other materials 
into Braille. She has been 
doing it since during the war 
when the Red Cross In Mary¬ 
land put out a plea for people 
to learn Braille-writing. 

The challenge appealed to 
her, particularly since she 
was a great admirer of a 
cousin of her husband’s. Blind 
since birth, he had risen to an 
important position as a librar¬ 
ian. and had outstanding tal¬ 
ents In several different 
fields, Mrs. Stephens said. 

“When you know blind peo¬ 
ple and see what they can do, 
it’s amazing.” 

At first she did some work 
for the U.S. Library of 
Congress, and later she met 
blind people with books that 
they particularly wanted 
translated. 

The family came to Van¬ 
couver eventually, where her 
husband was a university 
teacher, and she went one 
day to the Jericho HillSchool 
to see If they needed any help. 

"I haven't had a free mo¬ 
ment since," she says with a 
laugh. 

Braille-writing is more than 
just learning the symbols, 
which are simple enough to be 
written on a machine with 
only seven keys. Including a 
space bar. Mrs. Stephens said 
in an interview at her home, 
now in Victoria. 

Braille includes about 300 
contractions of various kinds. 

A lower-casa “n” for In¬ 
stance, stands for the syllable 
“in" used either as a single 
word, a prefix or a suffix. 
Other common contractions 
are for the syllables M -aient,” 
’-slan,” and “-lion,” 

But one is not finished sim¬ 
ply by learning the symbols 
and contractions. Because 
every Braille letter is com¬ 
posed of one or more points 
from an total of six, arranged 
In two vertical rows of three 
points each, the height of the 
points Is important. Depend¬ 
ing on where a word is used in 
a sentence, it might be used 
in Its contracted form or 
spelled out, because the per¬ 
son reading the text must 
have points In all three rows 
nearby as reference to deter¬ 
mine just what any given set 
of points means. 

Sounds complicated? It Is. 
But for Mrs. Stephens, push¬ 
ing patiently away at her 
Braille-writer day after day, 
it is second nature. 

The materials she uses, 
mainly special sheets of thick 
paper, are supplied by Jeri¬ 
cho Hill. Back in Vancouver, 
sheets of plastic are placed 
over the paper and through a 
special process take its shape. 
Thus many copies can be 
made once a book is avail¬ 
able In Braille. 

One of her most interesting 
projects, Mrs. Stephens said, 
was an elementary mathe¬ 
matics book. There, to illus¬ 
trate counting and other 
mathematical concepts, she 
glued beads, braid and pieces 
of paper to her page to create 
raised "illustrations.” They 
are faithfully reproduced in 
the plastic copies which were 
made. 

Her work has become espe¬ 
cially important as the pro¬ 
vince moves away from edu¬ 
cating handicapped children 
in special schools and adopts 
"mainstreaming”, putting 
them into classrooms with 
normal children to give them 
a more normal social atmo¬ 
sphere and education. 

Not all the textbooks used 
in the schools are available in 
Braille from other sources, 
so they are sent to Mrs. Ste-

WeD, It’s not quite the same. 

A biology book which she Is 
working on now, for Instance, 
is thick enough in its original¬ 
ly published form. Partly 
completed, the Braille ver¬ 
sion already contains more 
than 300 pages, bound In about 
eight volumes. 

“You really do It letter by 
letter, so you don’t really 
read while you’re doing It,” 
Mrs. Stephens said, explain¬ 
ing tbat retyping textbooks 
Is not quite the same as read¬ 
ing them for the sake of 
learning. 

Still, she has picked up a 
fair amount of knowledge 
from her work, including 
some rudimentary French 
gleaned from one of her more 
recent projects, a French 
textbook. 

That book was more signifi¬ 
cant than others, because it 
was at first thought to be 
available elsewhere at a price 
of more than $1,000. 

But the Braille version was 
unavailable so the book was 
sent to Mrs. Stephens, who 
spent about three months put¬ 
ting together the 2,000-page 
Braille version. It was the 
first clue she had ever had 
about the value of the work, 
she was doing as a volunteer. 

While Mrs. Stephens can 
read Braille by looking at it, 
she says her fingers are not 
sensitive enough to read it the 
way a blind person does. 

Hardest for a sighted per¬ 
son to read are some of the 
magazines, such as the 
Braille version of Reader’s 
Digest. Printed in Braille on 
both sides of a page, it is a 
bewildering pattern of inden¬ 
tations and raised bumps — 

to the sighted person. 

But to the blind, who read 
only the raised portion of the 
page, It’s as clear as, well, 
black and white.

Dear Dr. Thesteiea: I'd 
like to go on this brown rice 
diet. What do you think of It? 
What Is the difference be¬ 
tween brown rice and white 
rice?—VJLP. 

Why do you want to do this? 

I can only assume that it Is 
for weight loss, although 
there can be other health rea¬ 
sons. It has been used in the 
{last for treating high blood 
pressure or kidney disease. 
More on this later. 

I can’t comment specifical¬ 
ly, anyway, because I don’t 
know just what the phrase 
“brown rice diet” means to 
you. If It means nothing but 
rice (brown or white) in 
order to deprive yourself of 
protein for weight-loss pur¬ 
poses, then I heartily disap¬ 
prove. It is grossly unbal¬ 
anced. I’ll comment more 
fully If you send me a copy of 
the complete diet. 

White rice la milled more 
than brown rice, hence doea 
not contain as much of the B 
vitamins. Another thing, 
brown rice contains more 
cellulose, which is good for 
bulk. 

A selling point for this as a 
weight-loss scheme might be 
that people living In the Far 
East get along well on rice. 
Blit don’t forget, fish Is an 
important second food in 
those areas, and is a rich 
source of protein. I see noth¬ 
ing wrong with the rice diet if 
It includes some protein-rich

food along with some citrus 
fruit. 

The thinking behind the 
rice for hypertension was 
that It minimized protein in 
the diet, relieving high blood 
pressure by easing the strain 
on weakened kidneys. You 
don’t hear much about It 
these days. 

As a weight-loss plan it 
rises and falls in popularity 
as the food faddists alterna¬ 
tely rediscover, then forget 
about it. My advice: forget 
the fad plana. Just eat lest of 
what has kept you healthy up 
to this point You’ll soon shed 
the excess pounds you have, 
and you won’t be gambling 
with your health. 

Dear Dr. Theetesea: My 
husband (87) is bald and has 
tiny little bumps under the 
scalp. They cannot be seen, 
but can be felt. He is contin¬ 
uously scratching, which Is 
annoying to him. His doctor 
told him there is nothing he 
can do. He sleeps well and Is 
immaculate In his personal 
habits. Can you help?—S.C. 

I can only suggest, not hav¬ 
ing seen the lumps firsthand. 

It is not uncommon to have 
tiny sebaceous (sweatgland) 


cysts or lipoma on the scalp. 
(The follicles are Inactive, 
but the sweat glands aren’t) 
A lipoma Is a small accumu¬ 
lation of fat under the skin. 
These need not cause Itching, 
however. 

The itching might result 
from sUn dryness, not unusu¬ 
al at his ags. Does he Itch In 
other places? Rather than re¬ 
sorting to harsh soaps, try an 
oil lotion after a shampoo to 
retain moisture in the skin. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I take 
water pills and have noticed 
that my dentures seem loose. 
Can the water pills be caus¬ 
ing this by making me lose 
weight?—J.B. ’ 

Yes, they can.

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Women taking the blame for men’s unemployment 


TORONTO (CP) - Women 
are being blamed for men's 
unemployment, and what is 
worse, they believe It, says 
Mary Eady, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the Canadian Labor 
Congress' newly-created 
women's bureau. 


“It may be a hangup for 
women," said Mrs. Eady, one 
of several women's leaders 
interviewed recently. “They 
feel slightly guilty about it, 
and they are more easily put 
off (asserting tbeir rights) 


because that Is how they have 
been raised.” 

The women’s bureau esti¬ 
mates that nearly 40 per cent 
of Ontario’s female workers 
are single, divorced or wi¬ 
dowed. Across Canada, 40 per 
rent of female-headed fami¬ 


lies fall Into the low-income 
category. 

Many women's leaders be¬ 
lieve women have more 
strikes against them in their 
search for employment than 
men do. As unemployment 
increases, they predict, 
women’s chances of finding 
or keeping Jobs will decrease 
proportionately, despite gov¬ 
ernment policies and private 
business’ professed inten¬ 
tions to help women become 


men’s equals in the work 
force. 

“I’m concerned that 
women are going to be pres¬ 
sured Into stepping out of the 
job market to make way for 
men,” says Grace Hartman, 
president of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 
She cited the post-Second 
World War era, when women 
gave up their Jobs so the re¬ 
turning servicemen could 
work again. 


The reasons for the differ¬ 
ence between men and 
women's unemployment has 
never been analysed, and 
there are not plans to do so, 
but Canada Manpower has 
identified some trends which 
may have an influence: 

• A slowdown In manufac¬ 
turing assembly find In per¬ 
sonal services (hotel, retail) 
has meant cuts in low-level 
jobs, all jobs that have tradi¬ 
tionally been held by women; 



• The Increased participa¬ 
tion of women in the Job mar¬ 
ket, combined with a slow¬ 
down in private sector job 
creation, has meant that 
more people are competing 
for fewer Jobs; 

• Women are considered 
secondary workers who have 
traditionally been hired when 


the market expands, and 
fired when It diminishes; 

• Since women were often 
the last ones to be hired, they 
are the first to be fired; 

• Large-scale government 
cuts in education and social 
services have affected the 
traditional women's profess¬ 
ions of nursing, social work 
and teaching.

Churros are fried Mexican 
doughnuts, chewy inside and 
crisp outside. 

If you use a fluted tip, and 
have the oil at the right tern- 
perature, the churros should 
tum out just right. 

To get the right oil tem¬ 
perature, try a test churro 
before you fill the pan full. 
And follow the recipe exactly. 
(I tried reversing the pro¬ 
cess, adding boiling water to 
the flour Instead of flour to 
the boiling water, and came 
up with a bowl full of glue.) 

If you want to try your hand 
at churros, here's the recipe: 

MARIA MEDRANO'S 
CHURROS 
2 cups flour 
'A tsp. salt 
2 cups water 
1 tap. vanilla 
Oil for frying 
Sugar 
Cinnamon 

Bring water, salt and vanil¬ 
la to a boll. Add flour all at 
once. Beat vigorously until 
dough pulls away from the 
sides of the pan and forms a 
spongy ball. (You can achieve 
this by hand; I used a heavy- 
duty mixer and dough hooks 
on one batch and it was too 
sticky.) 

Heat oil. You’ll have to test 
a churro to find the best tem¬ 
perature—the results should 
be chewy Inside, crisp out¬ 
side. 

Place dough Into a pastry 
bag with a large fluted tip. 
Don't use any other kind of 
pastry tip. Pipe dough out 
Into the hot oil (watch for 
splatters) in strips or in a 
coil. Fry until golden brown; 
drain. (A splatter screen will 
keep down the splatters.) Roll 
drained churros In sugar and 
cinnamon, tapping off excess. 
Continue until all dough is 
used. These are best when 
still warm. 

Note: For a richer churro, 
add 1 egg and use 'A cup less 
water. 


A reader suggested I run a 
recipe for avocado bisque, 
since her family enjoys this 
refreshing chilled soup, and 
It’s a good way to Use avoca¬ 
dos.

anchovy filets.

construction will cost about

Most builders buy a set of 
proven plans, and all but a few 
planes are fitted with regular 
aircraft engines. Those few 
run on converted Volkswagen 
motors. 

The association, which has 
about $$ members in the Vlc- 
toria-Duncan chapter, is an 
international organization 
which counts owners of “war- 
birds” (former fighter air¬ 
craft) and antique planes as 
part of Itself, along with those 
Interested In designing and 
building aircraft.

Safety aid for fleet 
not enough—union 


There's a new way to fight crime

New federal government 
safety measures for this 
year's West Coast herring 
fleet are an Improvement but 
there Is still a long way to go 
before fishermen will he com¬ 
pletely satisfied, says a Unit¬ 
ed Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union spokesman- 

George Hewison, union sec¬ 
retary-treasurer, said Tues¬ 
day the transport ministry 
still had not Initiated stability 
tests on all herring seine ves¬ 
sels; nothing had been done 
about initiating a safety fund, 
“and we still lack a training 
facility for fishermen on this 
coast” 

During the 1271 season, 14 
fishermen drowned and 16 
boats sank or were swamped, 
in 1976, four lives were lost. 

The fisheries, environment, 
transport and defence depari- 
ments have now combined 
forces in an effort to avoid a 
repetition of the 1976 tragedy. 

A spokesman for the Pacif¬ 
ic Search and Rescue Co-or¬ 
dination Centre at CFB Es¬ 
quimau said there were 81 
marine search and rescue in¬ 
cidents last year but no lives 
were lost and 37 fishermen 
were saved. Eight boats and 
a barge sank. 

This year two extra armed 
forces helicopters will be on 
the West Coast during the 
season and helicopter bases 
will be set up at Toflno, Port 
Hardy, Masset and Prince 
Rupert. 

Hewison said the increased 
surveillance was an improve¬ 
ment but he did not know if 
this would prevent loss of life 
or accidents. 

“We have probably one of 
the worst accident records of 
industry in Canada." 

Last year, he said, 730 acci¬ 
dents were reported among 
the 19,000 licensed B.C. 
fishermen. 

About 1,490 fishing boats 
are expected to take part in 
tha annual herring roe 
fishery. 

The 1977 season set a record 
for catches. A total of 80,000 
tons was landed with a landed 
value of $26.3 million and a 
wholesale value of $90 million. 

A total of 3,000 fishermen 
and 6,000 shoreworkers took 
part in what is now B.C.'a 
second largest fishery In 
terms of earnings. 

This year's quota is 82,300 
tons. 

Of this, 30,000 tons are ex¬ 
pected to be caught off the 
west coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land, 16,000 tons in the central 
coast area, 16,000 tons off,the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, 12,- 
000 tons In the Gulf of Geor¬ 
gia, 9,000 tons off the north 
coast and 260 tons in John¬ 
stone Strait.

A new approach to crime 
prevention in Victoria is being 
recommended by Aid.

Policemen are assigned to 
varying duties and the orders 
come,strictly from the top. 

Under the team-policing 
method, a number of police 
officers aremade responsible 
for law enforcement and 
crime prevention in a certain 
district. The officers will re¬ 


main assigned to that district. 

The 'officers themselves 
will first determine the po¬ 
tential problems of their as¬ 
signed area and plan their 
approach accordingly. They 
have the authority tor mak¬ 
ing decisions regarding their 
area. < 

One of the major factors in 
tetm-policing, he says, is 
close contact with the com¬ 
munity. Officers assigned to 
a particular area,’ be says, 
get to know the residents. 


Blencoe spent several shifts 
with a number of teams in 
Vancouver recently and ho 
says he was impressed by 
what ho saw. 

Co-operation from com¬ 
munities, he soys, is abso¬ 
lutely necessary to make the 
team-policing method work. 

“Formal meetings are held 
an a regular basis with citi¬ 
zens of too team area. There 
Is full communication be¬ 
tween the police officers sod 


members of the public," he 
says. 

Blencoe will distribute 
copies of his report to all 
neighborhood groups, senior 
citizens organizations and 
service clubs to get reaction 
to his suggestions from the 
community.

Park land transfer hinted 

Mobile homes 
plan for Sidney 


Sidney may he the site of a 
349-lot mobile home park by 
the end of this year 

The projecl would include 
a parking lui for recreational 
vehicles and a recreation 
centre with a sw imming pool. 

A Vancouver real estate 
investment company. Gille¬ 
spie Investments Ltd., asked 
for and received approval 
in principle Monday from 
Sidney's committee of the 
whole lo submit designs for 
the park. 

Following municipal engi 
neering approval and a land 
use contract, construction on 
the first 100 lots west of the 
Pat Bay Highway and north 
of McTavish Road could be 
completed by the end of this 
year, company spokesman 
Kenneth Gillespie said. 

The project has been op¬ 
posed by Capital Region 
Board planning staff, who 
argued that the project would 
add significantly to Sidney's 
population and lhat removing 
Ihe land from the Agricui 
tural Land Reserve would 
produce a precedent for ap 
peals to remove a number of 
North Saanich properties. 

' Gillespie told councillors 
the company "might look” ai 
giving parkland to Sidney if 
the municipality closed two 
roads adjoining the project 
"In exchange for parkland, 
council might wish to con¬ 
sider the closure of Frost 
Road (and Rideau Road) that 
would allow access to certain 
properties." 

Gillespie said the first 
slage of ihe project would 
likely include the develop 
ment of 10A lots as well as Ihe 
recreation centre, and that 
"we could be looking for 
water by ihe end of the year. ” 

Councillors were confident 
about Sidney's water supply 
for the coming year. "We’re 
estimating an extra 56.009 
gallons a day extra, we're 
Imping things develop with 
the pipeline.” acting Sidney 
Mayor James Lang said 
Gillespie said the land 
scaped project would include 
a parking lot for at least 100 
recreational vehicles, boats 
and trailers and a 3.000 
square-font recreation centre 
with swimming pool, change 
ennms and exercise rooms 
Gillespie Investments 
would not provide the mobile 


homes, which Gillespie de¬ 
scribed as semi permanent 
structures bolted onto a con¬ 
crete foundation. 

"We re basically real es¬ 
tate investors, we re not in 
Ihe mubiie home business as 

such." 

He said the mobile home 
park would be suitable for 
"adult” rather than family 
accommodation—"the 50 
plus bracket, a high propor¬ 
tion of retirees." 

Lang told Gillespie that "as 
far as I'm concerned, we 
would welcome it (the mobile 
home park) with open arms. 
It's something we need very 
badly." 

Gillespie Investments is 
proposing the mobile home 
projecl under Ihe name of 
Leisure Villa Estates Ltd., a 
company which includes 
Kenneth Gillespie, his father 
Harry, who is the president, 
and Dennis Purvis of Vic¬ 
toria who Is in the recrea¬ 
tional vehicle business.

Garden Notes 




In my last column we dlacuued the 
raising of annual flowers from seed, 
sowing the seeds In a prepared outdoor 
bed and shifting the seedling plants 
later to key spots In the garden. Today I 
think we might take a closer look at 
some of the more attractive annual 
flowers which can be raised In this way. 

Cornflowers bloom very quickly 
from seeds sown directly in the open 
garden, and are one of the few flowers 
which can be counted on to maintain a 
constant succession of bloom from early 
summer right through until the killing 
frosts of fall. I make two sowings every 
year — one in the spring, as soon as the 
soil feels actually warm to the touch, 
and another In July to supply late flow 
ers, some of which are dried to be used 
in winter bouquets and arrangements. 

Known affectionately as Bachelor's 
Buttons, the Centaurea or Cornflower is 
just about the ideal bloom to wear in the 
buttonhole, as It aril! stay freeh and 
attractive for 24 hours without water. 

Quite a few new varieties have been 
developed in recent years, but my own 
preference is for a fairly old kind called 
Jubilee Gem, making a nice compact 
plant 14 inches tall, bearing masses of 
blue flowers in a exceptionally clear and 
pleasing shade. 

From a rather common and unin¬ 
teresting flower, the marigolds have 
been developed into some amazingly 
beautiful specimens during tha last 
25 yean, and they are of the easiest 


possible culture. Two main types are 
commonly grown, known as the French 
and African marigolds. Strangely 
enough, these were both originally na¬ 
tives of Mexico, grown extensively by 
the Aztecs in their temple gardens, and 
have nothing whatever to do with either 
France or Africa. 

Generally speaking, the French 
marigolds are dwarf plants covering 
themselves with a profusion of smallish 
flowers in yellow, orange, gold or ma¬ 
roon. These are used mostly for their 
massed effect In beds and planters. 

The African marigolds are very 
much larger plants, with flowers as 
much as five Inches across, standing 
tall, and excellent both for garden deco¬ 
ration and as cut flowers. 

Among the French marigolds, 
Naughty Marietta is one of the oldest 
varieties and still popular, making a 
neat, compact plant about 10 inches tall 
and bearing bicolor flowers in gold yel¬ 
low splashed with red. Bolero is an 
early-flowering, semi-double flower in a 
mahogany red splashed with gold, the 
plant standing about a foot tail. Other 
fine French marigolds are Spanish Bro¬ 
cade, Dolly, Lollipop, Sparky, King Tut, 
Nugget. Cupid and Peitite. 

It is difficult to make a choice among 
the so-called African marigolds, for 
there are so many fine varieties. Some 
kinds are shaggy, difficult to tell at first 
glance from a hothouse chrysanthe¬ 
mum; Giant Ftuffy, Mammoth Mum, 


Fantastic and Texas are good examples 
of this type. 

Others have a tighter bloom, often 
referred to as the carnation-flowered 
type, and of these I would pick climax. 
Gold Coin, Jubilee, Happy Face and 
Hawaii. 

There Is also a broad-petalled type 
called Senator Dlrksen which per¬ 
formed very well for me and atttracted 
more attention in my garden than any 
other marigold. 

Speaking of marigolds, every spring 
1 receive a number of letters from read¬ 
ers asking where they can get seeds of 
the Scotch marigold; they have 
searched a number of catalogues with¬ 
out finding this attractive flower. 

The reason they can't find It is be¬ 
cause Scotch marigold is a nickname — 
and not a very good one — for the Calen¬ 
dula, which is so listed in just about 
every seed catalogue. They name Ca¬ 
lendula stems from the same latin root 
that gives us the word calendar, and Is 
so called because, in Its native Italy, it 
may be found In bloom every month of 
the year. 

The Calendula most commonly 
planted la Pacific Beauty, but a new 
variety from Europe called Kablouna is 
a real beauty. The centres of the fully 
double flowers — In golden yellow and 
orange colors — have a crest of quilled 
petals rather like the flowers of the 
Princess aster.

Four of us were having lunch togeth¬ 
er — a businessman, a college adminis¬ 
trator, a political leader, and myself. 
We were talking about the changes that 
have taken place in the country since we 
had all been to school together. Adding 
them up, they came to quite a gain In the 
"openness” of our more or less demo¬ 
cratic society within one generation. 

The politician led off by asking us if 
we knew which state in the U.S. today 
has the largest number of elected black 
officials. Nobody guessed right: It Is 
Mississippi, good old Miss, which had 
traditionally been the most racially re¬ 
pressive state In the nation. 

The college administrator, of course, 
mentioned the recent selection of a 
woman president for the University of 
Chicago, and the offering of the presi¬ 
dency of Yale of a Jew who was also 
foreign-born. “When I was there," he 
said, “they still had a Jewish quota In 
the medical and law schools. As for the 




University of Chicago, back in my day a 
Jewish faculty member couldn't get into 
the University Club." 

The businessman weighed In with a 
smile. “I’ve got one for you, loo," he 
said, “along with a neat reversal, Just to 
balance things out nicely. When I start¬ 
ed out In business, DuPont was the most 
rigidly Waspish industrial company in 
the U.S. No Jew ever got as far as first 
base there.” 

We all knew the last line of that one 
— a man named Shapiro lately has 
been, and Is, the top official at DuPont. 
Then he went on: 

“What is really amusing today Is 
that two of the biggest Jewish-con- 
trolled investment banking houses in 
the U.S. merged this winter—under the 
chairmanship of a first-generation 
American of Greek parentage. So. as 
the pre-eminent Wasps summon a Jew 
to run their business, the pre-eminent 
Jews recruit a Greek. Everything is 
turning around.” 


With all the backing and filling we 
have done, with promises yet unfulfilled 
and hopes frustrated, it is worth reflect 
Ing that doors have been opened and 
walls knocked down that would havo 
seemed Improbable, if not Inconceiv¬ 
able, a decade or more ago. 

There Is still a long way to go before 
all these distinctions are utterly obli¬ 
terated, and not merely blurred or 
bridged. It was as long ago as 1790 that 
George Washington wrote: “Happily 
the government of the United 
States . . . gives to bigotry no sanc¬ 
tion." No official sanction, but for some 
two centuries after his confident ex 
pression, we remained pretty much on 
dead centre in unofficial Intolerance. 

Now the waters seem to be flowing 
more freely, and the “person" Is be¬ 
coming the unit of value and exchange, 
not the packaging he or she happens to 
be encapsulated within. Slowly, perhaps 
too slowly, but surely.

“There you are with your 
own serious and continuing 
health problems and yet you 
think of me and write to me 
as if you were In the best of 
health and just expressing 
your sympathy and affection 
for some good old goat like 
me. 

“Really, your letter la a 
precious testimonial to your 
own faith and courage, kind¬ 
ness and compassion. You 


mentioned a quote that is at¬ 
tributed to me. 

“Well, Totie, I heard some¬ 
thing the other day that sort 
of fits in. It goes something 
like this. ’Life Is not mea 
sured by duration but, rather, 
by donation.’ 

“It’s what you do with your 
life that counts. I have al¬ 
ways been Interested In 
things that ease the burdens 
of people, becajee it Is In the 
giving and sharing that life 
lakes on true meaning. 

"Enough of this philoso¬ 


phizing. Quite frankly, I am a 
person like yourself that 
enjoys being around, having 
fun, knowing peoplt and 
being part of the action. 

"Keep up with your spirits 
and thank you for lifting 
mine. With sincere thanks 
and affection. (Signed) Hu¬ 
bert H. Humphrey." 

1 have reprinted this letter 
in my column because I be¬ 
lieve the public admires peo¬ 
ple like Humphrey and Totie. 
who come off the ropes with a 
smile.

The sheriffs office here Is 
seizing licence plates from 
cars not bearing current 
stickers from motor vehicle 
testing stations, a spokesman 
tor the office said Tuesday. 

The spokesman said 13 to 20 
sets of plates had been seized 
so far. 

The sheriffs office began 
the seizures when It became 
apparent local police forces 
didn’t have the manpower 
or time to enforce the regula¬ 
tions of the Motor Vehicle Act, 
which calls for annual Inspec¬ 
tion of cars, the spokesman 
said. 

Victoria Is one of five In¬ 
spection areas In the pro¬ 
vince. The others are Vancou¬ 
ver, Richmond, Burnaby and 
Nanaimo. 

A spokesman for the testing 


station here estimated that 
about 23 per cent of the vehi¬ 
cles In the area had overdue 
Inspection stickers. 

Meanwhile, on the Lower 
Mainland, a spokesman for 
the provincial motor vehicle 
branch said the branch was 
not prosecuting drivers who 
were not having their cars 
tested. 

David Scott said that no 
licence plates had been taken 
off vehicles which had over¬ 
due Inspection stickers. 

"To be frank with you, we 
haven’t touched any plates 
within the past year," Scott 
said. “At the moment, we're 
backing off on it because the 
police department Is so 
busy."

Declarer asked himself 
the wrong question in 
today’s tricky game. In¬ 
stead of worrying about 
drawing trumpe, be should 
have asked, "How do I 
make sure of ruffing this 
loner?* 

Declarer was proud of 
his bidding, noting with 
warm satisfaction that his 
partner had found the con¬ 
fidence to raise. After all, 
there seemed little to the 
play - in fact, with the 
spade finesse on side, the 
chances for an overtrick 
were almost a certainty. 

So declarer ruffed the 
king of clubn and confi¬ 
dently led the king of 
hearts - and that was his 
undoing. East ducked the 
heart king and declarer 
switched to the ace and 
another diamond. West 
played the jack 'just in 
case,' and Blast overtook 
with the queen. 

Now the ace and another 
heart eliminated the dia¬ 
mond niff and all de¬ 
pended on a winning spade 
finesse. Nsturally, this 
was offside, and all of 
declarer's pride and warm 
satisfaction translated into 
100 points for the defense. 

To make the hand, de¬ 
clarer must resist the im¬ 
pulse to play a trump. 
After ruffing the king of 
clubs, he should play the 
ace and another diamond 
and the defense will be 
stymied. If East wins and 
plays the ace and another 
trump, dummy will still 
have a trump to ruff 
declarer’s third diamond. 

Admittedly, declarer 
was very unlucky to loee 
today’s game. The hearts 
were S-0 and the spade

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New-look Joe sees Tories on upswing 





Trailing Clark optimistic 


By DOUG SMALL 

OTTAWA (CP) — Joe 
Clark, on his second anniver¬ 
sary as Progressive Conser¬ 
vative leader, is braced for 
an election as early as April 
in the face of what he sees as 
the decomposition of Pierre 
Trudeau's government. 

"The old manipulators,” he 
says of the long-governing 
Liberals, leaning back, his 
hands locked behind his head, 
a look of satisfaction on his 
face, “are losing their 
control.” 

CLABK IS still trailing in 
popularity. polls, head of a 
party chronically weak In 
Quebec, suffering, slightly, 
under the old designation 
“Joe Who,” and clearly con¬ 
scious of the SO new seats he 
has to win If he is to become 
prime minister. 

But Clark, a slender 38, 
exudes a certain nervous op¬ 
timism as he contemplates 
his third year as Opposition 
leader and the federal elec¬ 
tion to come. 

DUKING THE last year, he 
has toughed out a dramatic 
slide in political popularity, 
defections and internal party 
squabbles. He has emerged 
with a new hair-do, a crisp, 
confident television image 
and an outwardly-united 
party. 

In an anniversary Inter¬ 
view with The Canadian 
Press, Clark, the compro¬ 
mise choice of a split Conser¬ 
vative convention two years 
ago, says he is sure he is In 
command. 

HE OPENLY acknowl¬ 
edges the troubles that pla¬ 
gued him during the year and 
candidly concedes that he 
hasn't any idea whether he'll 
form a majority government. 

What Is clear, he says, is 
that the Liberals are in trou¬ 
ble, that Conservatives will 
make substantial gains In the 
next election, that holding the 
90 Commons seats he has 
won't be nearly as difficult as 
winning the extra 50 he 
needs. 


party officials say they ex¬ 
pect him to run, and Clark 
agrees the mayor ‘is clearly 
Interested.” 

Elsewhere, Clark says the 
party is looking at other high- 
profile candidates — he ref¬ 
uses to say who — and, he 
adds, he expects about 15 per 
cent of those be talks to will 


INTEREST IN running for 
the party has grown substan¬ 
tially since last summer and 
fall when Clark was at his 
lowest point In pppularity 
polls. 

During the year, he had 
slipped to 27 per cent support 
in the polls from a January 
level of 45 per cent. Liberal 
support had grown as rapidly 
as his bad fallen, and Clark 
agrees an election last fall 
would have hurt him. 

His central problem then, 
he says, was getting people to 
run. 

“I COULDN'T recruit can¬ 
didates, the kind that give 
you that extra edge.” 

Now, he argues that the 
situation has changed, that 
strong candidates are “sit¬ 
ting down seriously, talking 
to their spouses, figuring out 
if they can cut themselves 
loose.” 

“I’m quite pleased with the 
state we’re in on the candi¬ 
dates side.” 

Clark attributes the turn¬ 
around in his fortunes—polls 
show the party with about 34 
per cent support, compared 
with about 42 for Liberals—to 
two things: The decomposi¬ 
tion of the government and 
television. 

THE GOVERNMENT had 
stopped governing and the 
party was falling apart.

The Liberal party, Clark 
says with the experience of a 
consummate political orga¬ 
nizer, “usually handles 
things smoothly.” 

“They are past masters at 
using the public purse for 
party gain,” he says. 

“They’ve been doing that 
with immense clumsiness 
lately.” 

CLARK CITES govern¬ 
ment bungling during the re¬ 
cent federal-provincial eco¬ 
nomic conference, the sur¬ 
prise resignation of former 
sollcitqr-general Francis Fox 
and heavy-handed action by 
Urban Affairs Minister 
Andre Ouellet, the chief Lib¬ 
eral organizer in Quebec, as 
examples of a government in 
decline. 

He argues that the govern¬ 
ment is doing everything it 
can to keep economic Issues 
off the parliamentary agen¬ 
da. Competition legislation, 
changes in the Bank Act and 
a new federal budget had ail 
been pushed to the side to

MEANWHILE, CLARK 
says both he and his party 
have benefltted from the in¬ 
troduction last fall of televi¬ 
sion in the Commons. 


Television, he says, “has 
made me seem to be a more 
effective leader.” And it had 
given his front-bench critics a 
higher profile. 

“There is now a sense that 
there is a government on our 
side, that there are ministers 
on our side.” 

DURING HIS second year 
as leader, Clark says he 
counts as perhaps his most 
positive achievement success 
in pulling the often-fractlous 
Conservative party together. 

“When things were really 
lousy for us, I didn't crum¬ 
ble,” be says, recalling Jack 
Horner’s defection to the Lib¬ 
eral government last April, 
his own slide in popularity. 

“I’m surprised first of all 
that some people thought I 
might.” 

CLARK SAYS the fact he 
survived the year has earned 
him a “real rock basis of 
confidence" in the party. 

“A combination of making 
it clear to people who were 
going to cause trouble, that If 
they caused too much trouble 
they would be doing it else- • 
where, and toughing it 
through a very difficult time 
in the life of the party, that 
demonstrates my own ability 
to lead."

TRUDEAU, HE adds, 
could even call a snap April 
vote this weekend. If he does, 
“It would be because he sees 
his government decomposing 
around him.” 

“One option open to a gov¬ 
ernment, when It feels it is 
falling apart, is to go quick¬ 
ly.” But he says he thinks a 
summer election is more 
likely. 

WHENEVER THE election 
comes, Clark insists he is 
ready to roll. Candidates are 
coming forward, advertising 
material Is off the press and 
Clark himself Is maintaining 
a meet-the-people travel 
schedule that averages more 
than 6,500 miles a month. 

The Opposition party gave 
him a solid vote of support at 
a leadership convention last 
November, and he has the 
signature of the country's 
five Conservative premiers 
on a party proposal for con¬ 
stitutional reform and eco¬ 
nomic power-sharing nailed 
down last September in King¬ 
ston, Ont. 

CLARK CONCEDES the 
party's traditional weakness 
in Quebec, but argues that he 
can win between five and 25 
of the province's 75 federal 
seats with a new strategy 
that eschews "the star sys¬ 
tem” for candidates with 
strong local ties to ridings. 

In addition, he says he Is 
determined to have “franco¬ 
phones at the centre” of any 
government he forms. If he 
can’t elect them, he says he'll 
appoint prominent Quebecers 
to the Senate, then make 
them cabinet ministers. 

“IF WE FAIL, if we aren't 
able to elect the Quebecers 
we need, I’ll certainly ap¬ 
point them," be said in the 
anniversary interview. 

But, he emphasizes, he 
would prefer to elect them. 

Currently, the party has 
only three MPs from Quebec. 
During the last year, Clark 
lost a fourth — MP Jacques 
Lavoie in the Montreal riding 
of Hochelaga — to Trudeau’s 
Liberal government The two 
francophones that remain, 
Roch LaSalle in Joliette and 
Claude Wagner in St. Hya- 
clnthe, have been at logger- 
heads in the past over party 
control in the province. The 
other, Heward Grafftey in 
Brome Mississquoi, Is a bilin¬ 
gual anglophone. 

HOWEVER, CLARK, like 
Trudeau’s Liberals, says the 
next election will be won or 
lost outside Quebec, in the 
Toronto area, southwestern 
Ontario and British 
Columbia. 

To buttress the Conserva¬ 
tive presence in Toronto, 
Clark has been attempting to 
recruit the city's so-called 
“tiny, perfect mayor,” David 
Crombie as a candidate. Top

People already carry 
around about 10 or 12 cards In 
their wallets, the premier 
said at a news conference, 
“credit cards, drivers’ li¬ 
cences. ... 

“I don't see why It would 
create a problem.” 

Levesque noted that many 
members of his Parti Quebe- 
cols were upset after Que¬ 
bec's 1970 election, when the 
party won 24 per cent of the 
votes for seven seats, aid the 
1973 election when the PQ 
polled 30 per cent for six 
seats. 

On the other hand, he said, 
some party members were 
reluctant even then to change 
the existing system in hopes 
that it could yield benefits for 
the party one day. 

“Well, you know what hap¬ 
pened," Levesque said, in an 
apparent reference to the 
PQ’s 1970 election when it 
polled 41 per cent of the vote 
and took 71 of the 110 seats In 
the Quebec national 
assembly.

Officials cool to Barber’s plea for boosted local promgramming 
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Company money 
lacking at UVic

Like i Veiled Udy, the 
CBC'i television plans (or 
Victoria danced through a 
special performance Tuesday 
without once showing the (ace 
everyone had come to see. 

An enthusiastic hint of good 
things to come was matched 
by the skepticism of those 
who won't accept what they 
can t see. 

"The lesson we had from 
the CBC today was a lesson in 
meteorology.They told us ab¬ 
solutely nothing,” Charles 
Barber (Nt)P-Victoria) com¬ 
plained at a public hearing 
into the progress of the cor¬ 
poration's plans for Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

EARUEK, CBC provincial 
director Lee Lauk had said 
he wanted to give some crea¬ 
tive people a "long leash” to 
work on, but he couldn't be 
specific about what the future 
might hold in the way of 
programming. 

For the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission, H was a 
morning of exposure to vary¬ 
ing philosophies. 

Barber wants the CBC's op¬ 
erations centre to have a real 
Victoria flavor once it Is func¬ 
tioning—complete with, a 
heavy load of local program¬ 
ing and working in harmony 
with a local advisory 
committee. 

The CBC Is cool to the idea 
of too much local direction. 

In presenting his brief to 
the CRTC, Barber said that 
only local content would jus¬ 
tify the spending of millions 
of dollars In taxpayers' 
money to establish a CBC op¬ 
erations centre la Victoria. 

HE WAS SCORNFUL of the 
CBC's plans to present only 
7'j hours a week of local-con¬ 
tent programming in tha 
early stages.

“You can't wake up in the 
morning and say, ‘Today I am 
a broadcaster,'" Lauk 
explained. 


Tel dispute wages go to AIB 


VANCOUVER (CP) - It 
may be months before the 
federal anti-inflation board 
decides whether wages and 
benefits paid to B.C. Tele¬ 
phone Co. supervisors during 
a recent three-month dispute 
exceeded federal guidelines, 
board commissioner Gordon 
Anderson said Tuesday. 

The investigation is the re¬ 
sult of accusations by the 
Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union that fringe benefits 
and salaries, up to (3,500 a 
month, paid to 2,000 supervi¬ 
sors during the strike-lockout 
violate the federal wage 
controls. 


The union also argues that 
B.C. Tel made windfall 
profits during the dispute. 

Anderson said it would take 
the board soma time to exam¬ 
ine B.C. Tel's explanation of 

the wages paid to supervi¬ 
sors. The company was re¬ 
quired to explain the pay¬ 
ment in regular board forms, 
he said._ . _ 

The Canadian Radio-Tele¬ 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission, the feder¬ 
al regulatory body that sets 
rates, would decide if excess¬ 
ive profits had been made. 
Anderson said. 


The union says the com¬ 
pany saved about (27 million 
by not paying (500,000 a day 
In wages, and argues that 
each telephone subscriber 
should be given a (15 refund. 

Union business agent Ian 
Edgar said the board ap¬ 
peared to be “copping-out— 
there seems to be a practice 
of shuffling things off on an¬ 
other government agency . " 

The B.C. branch of the Con¬ 
sumers Association of Cana 
da also believes that B.C. Tel 
made windfall profits during 
the dispute and is demanding 
that the CRTC examine the 
situation. 


"Rather than asking for a 
refund, we want to find out In 
dollar terms what the dispute 
meant to the company and 
bring this to bear at the next 
rate increase application,” 
spokesman Susan Burns said. 

She said B.C. received its 
most recent rate Increase of 
15 per cent after arguing that 
It needed the increase reve¬ 
nue to finance construction. 

"This construction did not 
occur and. not only that, they 
did not pay their workers 
during the dispute," she said. 

"It would appear to me that 
there have been higher-than- 
expected profits." 


Among other briefs were 
those from BCTV, the B.C. 
education ministry, and Don¬ 
ald Munro, Conservative MP 
for Esquimalt-Saanich. 

In Its submission. BCTV 
said the CBC should be direct¬ 
ed to complete its transmitter 
installation by next Sept, l so 
that it could begin broadcast¬ 
ing at that time and permit 
CHEK-TV in Victoria to begin 
supplying Vancouver Island 
with CTV programming at the 
same time. It saw the need to 
avoid further delay in provid¬ 
ing service to areas not now 
covered. 

THE PANEL chairman 
voiced agreement with the 
education ministry's plan to 
use cable transmission facili¬ 
ties for educational program¬ 
ming, but pointed out that the 
public Interest had to be 
served and that there had to 
be a minimum of disruption 
for viewers. 

Munro's call for the use of 
community television chan¬ 
nels in showing the House of 
Commons question period 
also got favorable reception 
from the CRTC. The chair¬ 
man said earlier rejection of 
such a move came before the 
CRTC was aware that the 
question period would be so 
popular. 


Why don’t Canadian com¬ 
panies support research? 

That was the question the 
University of Victoria board 
of governors was asking itself 
as it reviewed the first edition 
of the UVic Research Report, 
a document produced by the 
university's research and 
travel office to summarize the 
work going on at the 
university. 

Universities are the prima¬ 
ry source of research In Cana¬ 
da. graduate studies dean 
John Dewey said in Introduc¬ 
ing the report to the board. 
But the public rarely hears 
about most of the research 
which goes on, and the report 
was compiled to give the aca¬ 
demic. government and in¬ 
dustrial communities, as well 
as the general public, an idea 
of research activities at UVic. 

He noted that contributions 
to research at UVic from the 
major granting agencies such 
as the Canada Council, the 
National Research Council 
and the Medical Research 
Council, had not kept pace 
with inflation, in spite of a 
steep increase in the cost of 
research over the last few 
years. During 1976-77 they 
contributed a total of (1,232,- 
391 to UVic research. 


The federal government 
contributed (376,662, the pro¬ 
vincial government (181,224. 
and Canadian companies and 
foundations (80,884, with 
nearly (66,000 of that total 
coming from Canadian Gen¬ 
eral Electric. 

The United States and other 
countries contributed (11,000. 

Dewey pointed out that 
UVIc’s own budget for re¬ 
search, (183,800, had not gone 
up since 1971. 

UVic president Dr. Howard 
Petch told the board that the 
proportion of research money 
coming from Canadian com¬ 
panies. (80,884 out of a total of 
(2.5 million, was shockingly 
low, but was probably dupli¬ 
cated at most other Canadian 
universities. 

The new co-operative edu¬ 
cation program at the univer¬ 
sity, In which students spend 
their time between terms 
working for companies In 
their field of Interest, could 
improve tha situation, Petch 
said. 

As companies became 
more familiar with the re¬ 
search facilities at the Uni-, 
versity, and saw from their 
students what up-to-date sci¬ 
entific information could 
mean for them, the university 
could find itself being asked to 
conduct more research under 
contract. Petch said.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Twn 
conservation officers who in 
'estigated charges under the 
Wildlife Act against outfitter 
Howard Paish denied Tucs 
day that they were intoxicat 
ed while questioning inform 
er Gerry Gibbons. 

Gibbons, a former employ 
pp of Paish, last week told the 
provincial inquiry into the is¬ 
suing of outfitters' licences 
that he and conservation offi 
< ers Leo Van Tine and 
Clarence Williams were all 
intoxicated during the three 
interviews. 

Van Tine testified Tuesday 
that he and Williams first in¬ 
terviewed Gibbons at Cache 
Creek Nov. 8. 1975, when a 
truck loaded with moose and 
caribou horns that had been 
driven by Gibbons was 
stopped at the game-check 
ing station 

"We had to get Gibbons 
from a bar in Cache Creek," 
he said. "He had been drink 
ing but was not drunk. Gib 
bons said he felt Paish would 
fire him, and Gibbons would 
come hack and tell us a lot 
more 


Van Tine said the second 
interview was held Nov. 14, 
1975, at 109 Mile House 

"There was liquor present 
and Gibbons had been drink 
ing but was not drunk," he 
said. I had a drink during the 
interview but certainly was 
not drunk" 

Van Tine said he and Wil¬ 
liams were interviewing 
other witnesses in Smithers 
later that month when Gib¬ 
bons came to their room. 

"He was uninvited, intoxi¬ 
cated and made a nuisance of 
himselfvHe was asked to 
leave." 

Van Tine said some of the 
information obtained from 
Gibbons turned out to be in¬ 
correct, and he was asked to 
make a written statement the 
following March. He agreed 
there was a substantial dif¬ 
ference between the original 
report based on the two inter¬ 
views with Gibbons and the 
written statement.

YELLOWKNIFE, 
N.W.T. (CP) - RCMP 
are investigating the 
deaths of 19$ sled dogs 
during a Pacific West¬ 
ern Airlines flight from 
Greenland to Alert, 
N.W.T., a small comm- 
munity 2,600 kilometres 
northeast of here. 

Corporal Vern Kawa- 
lesld said here Monday 
that a total of, 180 dogs 
had been confined Thurs¬ 
day in a three-tiered shed 
in the belly of a Hercules 
aircraft for the less than 
two-hour flight Thursday 
from Thule—on the 
northwest coast of Green¬ 
land—tfl Alert, a commu¬ 
nity of 200 on the northern 
tip of Ellesmere Island. 

The dogs were pur¬ 
chased in Thule by a 
group of Japanese from 
Nihon University for a 
dogsled expedition from 
Alert to the North Pole 
and back. 

Although investigation 
is expected to continue 
for several more days, he 
said the dogs probably 
died from suffocation or 
fighting. ' - 

During the flight, some 
aircraft officials ap¬ 
parently realized the risk 
of the animals' suffoca¬ 
tion "but there was noth¬ 
ing they could do at that 
time,” Kawaleski said. 

Sled dogs of this calibre 
are also “quite aggres¬ 
sive in nature,” Kawales¬ 
ki said. It was possible 
the frenzied dogs might 
have attacked the crew 
If let loose in the craft. 

The surviving dogs left 
the aircraft at Alert as 
originally planned, but 
carcasses of the majority 
were flown in the Her¬ 
cules to Resolute, N.W.T. 

He said the Japanese 
expedition members 
planned to return to 
Thule to purchase more 
dogs for their venture.

national transactions in 1977. 

The planned foreign bor¬ 
rowing was designed to indi¬ 
cate to currency dealers that 
the government would sup¬ 
port the dollar against fur¬ 
ther devaluation. 

The credit with the char¬ 
tered banks was arranged 


last October in an earlier 
move designed to demon¬ 
strate determination to with¬ 
stand speculation against the 
Canadian currency. 

The government has been 
paying the commercial banks 
$15,411 a day since then for 
the right to call on borrow¬ 
ings of up to $1.5 billion in 
U.S. dollars available in Eu¬ 
ropean markets—so-called 
Eurodollars.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
— A Soviet space expert said

"My personal opinion is 
that it is no question of com¬ 
pensation of expenses for 
search because they refused 
our proposal to do this,” Said 
Evgeni Fedorov. 

Fedorov said he was ex¬ 
pressing his personal opinion 
and that he does not know 
whether the Soviet Union will 
pay. 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Quebec court of appeal shut 
down the Keable commission 
Tuesday on the grounds that 
it had had engaged in an un¬ 
constitutional attempt to 
force the federal solicitor- 
general to turn over secret 
RCMP files. 

Within hours of the raltng, 
Quebec Justice Minister 
Marc-Andre Bedard said it 
would be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

My. Justice Rodolphe Pare 
said in a 38-page majority 
opinion that Commissioner 
Jean Keable had violated the 
Official Secrets Act by mak¬ 
ing use of certain RCMP doc¬ 
uments and allowing some to 
be made public, despite pro¬ 
tests from former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox. 

The judge said Keable ob¬ 
tained the “secret’* docu¬ 
ments illegally from Quebec 
provincial and Montreal po¬ 
lice who had received them 
from the Mounties as part of 
an information exchange 
agreement. 

“Without the intervention 
of a higher court, this com¬ 
mission could could cause a 
grave and irreparable preju¬ 
dice to the federal govern¬ 
ment,” Pare said. 

Overturning a Quebec Su¬ 
perior Court decision in favor 
of the commission, he said 
the solicitor-general had 
every right to seek relief 
from the courts because the 
commission was trying to 
"determine the rights of the 
federal government by oblig¬ 
ing it to produce documents 
and in threatening to give 
heightened publicity to those 
it already possesses.” 

In December, superior 
court Associate Chief Justice 
James Hugessen had flatly 
rejected former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox’s re¬ 
quest for court action, saying 
Keable had not threatened 
national security or the rights 
of any individual. 

Solicitor-General Jean-Jac- 
ques Blais, who replaced Fox 
two weeks ago, commented 
in Ottawa: “That’s exactly 
what we wanted. I’m elated 
by that decision.” 

Premier Rene Levesque 
called the ruling “very 
unfortunate.” 

Pare said the commission 
had a full right to investigate

LONDON (AP) — Judge Aqthony Ewbank granted 
accountant John Kelland a divorce Tuesday, observ¬ 
ing that when Mrs. Kelland learned her husband had'a 
mistress she engaged in “unreasonable behavior," to 
wit: 

She pummeled Kelland with a rolling pin so 
severely he could not drive; dragged him along the 
ground by the hair; locked him out of their house in

CAMPBELL RIVER WORKERS WANT SUPERVISOR FIRED 

‘Sexual harassment’ closes sawmill 


CAMPBELL RIVER (CP) — More than 
100 workers have shut down a sawmill in a 
wildcat strike to force the dismissal of a 
supervisor they say has tried to force 
sexual favors from female employees. 

The workers at Raven Lumber Ltd. 
walked off the job Friday, calling for dis¬ 
missal of the supervisor and reinstatement 
of two female employees who said they had 
quit because the supervisor’s sexual harass¬ 
ment became intolerable. 

The dispute affects about other 40 workers 
in related lumber operations in this town 


about 200 kilometres north of Victoria on 
Vancouver Island’s east coast. 

The company Monday asked the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board to order the workers 
back to their jobs, but Lome Scott, president 
of International Woodworkers of America. 
Local 1-363, said on Tuesday the crew might 
disobey a board order. 

The trouble began, Scott said, when work¬ 
ers discovered that the two women—ca¬ 
sual employees assigned to weekend and 
relief cleanup at the mill—stopped coming 
to work. 


Doris Riel, one of the women, said in a 
written statement to the union that the 
supervisor offered her liquor and told -her 
she could do four hours of work and be 
paid for eight hours. 

She said it became clear to her that the 
supervisor was making “a proposition of 
sexual relations." 

Scott said the second woman, whom he did 
not name, has not formally complained. 

Company president Pat Martin said the 
company has offered to take the supervisor 
off the job for one week to investigate the 


charges, but the workers refused the offer. 
He said the supervisor has denied the 
charges, and the company feels there is 
insufficient evidence to take action. 

Scott said the two women are not union 
members because they are casual em¬ 
ployees, and they have no recourse to griev¬ 
ance procedures. 

He said the workers, most of them men, 
decided to walk out because many have 
wives or daughters seeking work and "they 
feel if they don’t take a stand now, their own 
women might end up in the same situation.”

Today the native people come to Friendly Cove only for their final rest 


Last at three parts

Thc small white wooden crosses are leaning to the 
side, battered by wind and rain. 

Here and there, a cross has fallen to the ground, 
overgrown with grass and weeds 

Except for the thunder of the breakers rolling 
ashore, the place is quiet. 

Tread carefully, here lies a race. 

You're standing on the graveyard at Friendly 
Cove. 

"Edward Williams—Born May 7, 1923— Died 
March 2. 1824” Not even a year old 

Many of the inscriptions are similar, bearing testi¬ 
mony to the infant mortality among Indians. Children 
who never lived to be teenagers. 

IBE GRAVEYARD is guarded by craggy old 
cedars, some of which must have been saplings when 
Captain James Cook was welcomed here 200 years ago 
You have the urge to check the trees in case there are 
names carved into the bark by Cook's crew. 


Just a short walk from the graveyard which faces 
out un the open sea, is the cove where Cook’s ship, the 
Resolution, anchored in March 1778. 

Cook was the first European to set fool on what w as 
later to become British-Columbia. More than 2.000 In¬ 
dians living at Friendly Cove then, welcomed him with 
open arms. 

Today the cove is deserted. The remnants of the 
reserve, abandoned several years ago, are rotting 
away. Two or three homes are still habitable, the rest 
have been dismantled, or have simply fallen to decay 

OLD, RUSTING refrigerators and stoves litter the 
grass. Plastic bottles and other containers which refuse 
to return to the soil lie in the shadow of a huge totem 
pole 

A little way off. accessible only after a steep climb 
over rocks and driftwood, is a house that must have 
been abandoned decades ago. And just a few feet from 
it. the remains of a fishing boat are hidden by deep 
overgrowth. 

On top of a gentle slope, overlooking the decayed 
settlement, stands the little church, used only for funer¬ 
als these days. 

YOU WALK DOWN to the beach of the cove and the 


most vivid impression isn't that of imagining how Cook 
came ashore 200 years ago, but what his arrival did to 
the people who had lived here for centuries before 

They have been the real losers. They have changed 
Friendly Cove hasn't. It is easy to imagine why they 
chose this place to live. 

The open sea on one side, the sheltered cove on the 
other. Straight ahead, toward the mainland, there's 
Bligh Island where Cook's men cut some tall trees for 
shipmasts. 

And on both sides of the inlet, forested hills with 
snow-capped mountains looming behind them. 

What happened to the Inhabitants? 

ASIDE FROM the 2,000 permament residents of 
Friendly Cove some 200 years ago, it was also the 
summer meeting place for thousands of warring Nool 
kas, considered the greatest whaling people in North 
America. 

Indians lived there for an estimated 3.000 years 
until it was abandoned several years ago. 

They could no longer make a living at the place of 
their ancestors. Their Reel of fishing boats had been 
whittled away. And so they moved to the vicinity of the 
pulp mill where they could And jobs. 


Ambrose Maquinna. chief of the .Ylowachat band, 
has no answer either. He can't say why the fishing boats 
disappeared, why the Indians were no longer able to do 
what they knew best — Ashing. 

ALL HE KNOWS is that Friendly Cove is home. It's 
the place of his ancestors and he's homesick. 

He believes that with help, the Indians could, once 
again, return to their old ways of life and make a living 
off the sea, but he doesn't know how to get the necessary 
fishboats. 

Occasionally, the Indians take their children to 
Friendly Cove during the summer. They show them 
where to pick berries and tell them that this was once 
home to their people. 

And then, they return to their hovels under the 
smokestack. 

IN THE DISTANCE, you see a small boat approach 
the cove. It’s your guide, Tony Reeve, who has come to 
pick you up at the designated time. 

And you take a last walk around and you feel almost 
sacrilegious because you know you're walking on the 
grave of a people. 

And you want to weep.

emerge In 1977 was revenue 
sharing. Without revenue 
sharing all of you would still 
be waiting precise informa¬ 
tion about the size of your 
1978 provincial grants. With It 
we were able to release a 
comprehensive breakdown of 
unconditional grants almost 
two months ago. 

“For 1978 alone the reve¬ 
nue sharing grants package 
represents a 19.5 per cent in¬ 
crease over the correspond¬ 
ing 1977 total.” 

He said, “until new needs 
assert themselves," the gov¬ 
ernment's policy would be to 
distribute as much revenue- 
sharing money as possible 
through unconditional grants. 

Curtis said be was also 
proud of tbe new Shelter Aid 
for Elderly Renters Act 
(SAFER). “As you know," he 
said, “tbe 8AFER program 
provides generous direct cash 
payments to all seniors ob¬ 
liged to spend more than 30 
per cent of their net income 
on rent. One of the bypro¬ 
ducts of this program should 
be a gradual decline in de¬ 
mand for sub-standard hous¬ 


ing which scars many urban 
areas.” 

He urged municipal offi¬ 
cials to make their elderly 
renters aware that the retro¬ 
active part of the plan would 
come to an end on March 31. 
“Those eldery renters that 
have not already taken ad¬ 
vantage of this plan should do 
so before that date.” 

Be said he expected every 
development cost charge 
bylaw to satisfy three stan¬ 
dards of equity; 

“First, fairness between 
new development and the ex¬ 
isting community. One should 
not be favored by discriminat¬ 
ing against tbe other. Tbe fact 
that a new development may 
contribute to tbe need for ad¬ 
ditional services does not 
mean that tbe benefits of 
these additional services will 
be entirely confined within 
the newly developed area. In 
other words we expect that an 
appropriate portion of new 
capital costs will continue to 
spread across the community 
at large. 

“Second, fairness between 
developments which are sub¬ 


ject to charge. In other words 
the recoverable capital ctxsts 
of a municipal project must 
be fairly pro-rated among the . 
projects charged to pay for it. 

"Third, fairness in the con¬ 
text of other programs. The 
ministry urges you to take 
the benefits of such programs 
like sewer and water assis¬ 
tance into account when you 
are calculating your develop¬ 
ment cost charges. But we 
also caution against double 
charging where you have al¬ 
ready extracted concessions 
through development per¬ 
mits, land-use contracts or 
subdivision requirements. 

“That, In a nutshell, Is our 
approval philosophy. Let me 
emphasize that we won't be 
out to ‘second guess' your 
calculations to the very last 
cent, but we will be watching 
for charges which are not- 
justified by actual costs or 
which collide with our stan¬ 
dards of fairness," he 
concluded. 

Guest speaker Tommy 
Douglas, NDP member of 
Parliament for Nanalmo- 
Cowlchan-The Islands, mak¬ 


ing one of his few public ap¬ 
pearances before his retire¬ 
ment, complained that the 
federal government was not 
doing enough to stimulate the 
economy. 

He said that with the tre¬ 
mendously high unemploy¬ 
ment, periods of low produc¬ 
tivity and economic recess¬ 
ion, this was the time the 
publlt sector should b» 
stimulated. 

"We should have five 
billion dollar programs toem- 
ploy more people. Thqpsaads 
of communities still do not 
have proper sewage treat¬ 
ment facilities, oar seniercltl- 
zens do not have good recrea¬ 
tional programs. These are 
the type of projects that we 
could use to employ people 
when we have surplus man¬ 
power,” he said. 

There should be more 
make-work programs. “Not 
only the municipalities, but 
the people engaged In these 
projects are much more 
happy. We must have much 
less human suffering and a 
much greater degree of 
human dignity.” 


Telephone workers began their second week back on the 
job Monday In what one union official described as a contin¬ 
uing atmosphere of tension. 

“I don't think there’s anything that could happen now 
that would chase everyone back out again, but there 
have been some real problems,” tbe official said. 

According to Telecommunications Workers Union 
sources, some confrontations have occurred without at¬ 
tracting public attention. Including an Isolated walkout in 
one area of Greater Vancouver. 

The sources said about 11 employees walked off the Job. 
last Friday hut returned In about hours when the issue' In 
question was settled. 

The trouble was said to have stemmed from new 
tough enforcement of regulations governing time spent 

on the job. 

The uneasy state of Industrial relations within the B.C. 
Telephone Co. caught more than local attention during 
the lockout-strike that kept 10,000 TWU members off the 
job for more than 11 weeks. B.C. Supreme Court Judge 
Henry Hutcheon, who found the means of settlement in 
his role as industrial Inquiry commissioner, was asked by 
federal Labor Minister John Munro to undertake a second 
task Involving recommendations for Improvement In the 
relationship between the company and union. His report on 
tbis aspect Is not due until April. 

It is the type of unhappy industrial marriage that has 
been mentioned off and on over the years. Prior to tbe 
three-year collective agreement that sent the employees 
back to the job eight days ago, union spokesmen pre¬ 
dicted it would take a long time to erase tne bad feelings 
that had built up. They felt the return to work might be 
followed by a potentially explosive situation. This was 
based on the bitterness that marked the long dispute. 
Threats and insulta were freely traded as roving teams 
of pickets followed company supervisors who continued to 
work during the lockout-strike. 

“It isn't the same all over now that we've been back at 
work more than a week,” the union official said. "The sit¬ 
uation varies from area to area, from plant to plant But 
In many cases It could still be described as an atmosphere 
of tension." 

Company spokesmen weren't available for comment 

Monday night. 

•Something else that appeared to be developing Into a 
problem earlier In the day had been reduced to a puzzle 
by nightfall. At first TWU members reacted angrily to a 
company notice that they had been paid an extra weeks' 
pay by mistake soon after the 81-day lockout-strike began. 
Later, they felt the company might be right but they In¬ 
tended to investigate tbe matter Just the same. 

"We'd have to go away back In our pay records to 
know for sure whether or not we had that extra week com¬ 
ing," one TWU spokesman said. “But In this case I Imag¬ 
ine the company Is probably right Otherwise they'd be 
trying to get away with too big a lie.” 

Another problem was cleared up Sunday when rank-and- 
file members in Victoria decided to end their boycott of the 
Canadian National Institute for the Blind service In the 
cafeteria of B.C. Tel's main building. Angered by the fact the 
CNIB employees crossed their picketlines to serve food to 
management personnel, tbe TWU members had decided to 
stop using the service. They were also upset, they said, 
because one CNIB employee had been left without work 
elsewhere when she refused to crosa the picketlines. The 
declson to end the boycott came after CNIB and union 
officials reached an agreement that would include compen¬ 
sation for the woman who had refused to crosa the plcketllnes.

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Foreign loans sought to prop dollar 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment announced Tuesday 
night it intends to borrow 
funds abroad to cover a defi¬ 
cit in International transac¬ 
tions and support the Canadi¬ 
an dollar, drawing meantime 
on credit available from the 
Canadian chartered banks. 

The announcement by Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chretien 
gave no figures on the bor¬ 
rowing intentions—the first 
such foreign borrowing in 10 
years. In 1908, Canada bor¬ 
rowed about $268 million in 
New York and West 
Germany. 

The announcement said it

was planning to borrow funds 
outside Canada. 

Purpose of the borrowing 
by the government was to 
assist In financing the cur¬ 
rent account deficit of the 
balance of payments. 

Chretien said such borrow¬ 
ings would supplement the In¬ 
flow of capital to Canada that 
occurs through other 
channels. 

"This borrowing plan is 
now being arranged and de¬ 
tails will be announced later. 


“As an interim step In ad¬ 
vance of such borrowing, the 
finance minister also indicat¬ 
ed that the government would 
shortly be making a drawing 
under the revolving standby 
credit facility arranged last 
October with the Canadian 
chartered banks,” the an¬ 
nouncement concluded. 

The Canadian dollar has 
declined in value on foreign 
currency exchanges this 
week to a 40-year low point- 
touching below 89 U.S. cents 


Monday and closing Tuesday 
at 89.49 cents U.S. 

The slump accelerated in 
recent days after a steady 
decline during the last IS 
months from an exchange 
rate of $1.03 U.S. in No¬ 
vember, 1976. 

Pressure against the Cana¬ 
dian dollar has resulted part¬ 
ly from general devaluation 
of the U.S. and Canadian 
currencies on world markets. 

In addition, traders and 
speculators have been deva¬ 


luing the Canadian currency 
because of persistent slack in 
the economy—8.3 per cent 
unemployment, nine per cent 
inflation and an estimated 
deficit of $5 billion on inter¬ 
national transactions in 1977. 

The planned foreign bor¬ 
rowing was designed to indi¬ 
cate to currency dealers that 
the government would sup¬ 
port the dollar against fur¬ 
ther devaluation. 

The credit with the char¬ 
tered banks was arranged 


last October in an earlier 
move designed to demon¬ 
strate determination to with¬ 
stand speculation- against the 
Canadian currency. 

The government has been 
paying the commercial banks 
$13,411 a day since then for 
the right to call on borrow¬ 
ings of up to $1.3 billion in 
U.S. dollars available in Eu¬ 
ropean markets—sb-cailed 
Eurodollars. 

Hours before the announce¬ 
ment that at least some of 


this credit would be invoked, 
Chretien told the Commons 
that none of this money had 
been called. 

Quizzed in the House ear¬ 
lier Tuesday, Chretien said 
the Bank of Canada had been 
intervening in foreign-cur¬ 
rency markets—buying up 
surplus Canadian dollars to 
hold up the price—only to 
“maintain orderly marketing 
conditions.”

deaths of 103 sled dogs 
during a Pacific West¬ 
ern Airlines flight from 
Greenland to Alert, 
N.W.T., a small comm- 
munlty 2,600 kilometres 
northeast of here. 

Corporal Vern Kawa- 
leski said here Monday 
that a total of 180 dogs 
had been confined Thurs¬ 
day In a three-tiered shed 
in the belly of a Hercules 
aircraft for the less than 
two-hour flight Thursday 
from Thule—on the 
northwest coast of Green¬ 
land—to Alert, a commu¬ 
nity of 200 on the northern 
tip of Ellesmere Island. 

The dogs were pur¬ 
chased in Thule by a 
group of Japanese from 
Nihon University for a 
dogsled expedition from 
Alert to the -North Pole 
and back. 

Although investigation 
is expected to continue 
for several more days, he 
said the dogs probably 
died from suffocation or 
fighting. 

During the flight, some 
aircraft officials ap¬ 
parently realized the risk 
of the animals’ suffoca¬ 
tion "but there was noth¬ 
ing they could do at that 
time," Kawaleski said. 

Sled dogs of this calibre 
are also "quite aggres¬ 
sive in nature,” Kawales¬ 
ki said. It was possible 
the frenzied dogs might 
have attacked the crew 
if let loose in the craft. 

The surviving dogs left 
the aircraft at Alert as 
originally planned, but 
carcasses of the majority 
were flown in the Her¬ 
cules to Resolute, N.W.T.

Within hours of the ruling, 
Quebec Justice Minister 
Marc-Andre Bedard said it 
would be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Mr. Justice Rodolphe Pare 
said in a 38-page majority 
opinion that Commissioner 
Jean Keable had violated the 
Official Secrets Act by mak¬ 
ing use of certain RCMP doc¬ 
uments and allowing some to 
be made public, despite pro¬ 
tests from former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox. 

The judge said Keable ob¬ 
tained the “secret” docu¬ 
ments illegally from Quebec 
provincial and Montreal po¬ 
lice who had received them 
from the Mounties as part of 
an information exchange 
agreement. 

"Without the intervention 
of a higher court, this com¬ 
mission could could cause a 
grave and irreparable preju¬ 
dice to the federal govern¬ 
ment," Pare said. 

Overturning a Quebec Su¬ 
perior Court decision in favor 
of the commission, he said 
the solicitor-general had 
every right to seek relief 
from the courts because the 
commission was trying to 
"determine the rights of the 
federal government by oblig¬ 
ing it to produce documents 
and in threatening to give 
heightened publicity to those 
it already possesses." 

In December, superior 
court Associate Chief Justice 
James Hugessen had flatly 
rejected former solicitor- 
general Francis Fox’s re¬ 
quest for court action, saying 
Keable had not threatened 
national security or the rights 
of any individual. ' 

Solicitor-General Jean-Jac- 
ques Blais, who replaced Fox 
two weeks ago, commented 
in Ottawa: “That’s exactly 
what we wanted. I’m elated 
by that decision." 

Premier Rene Levesque 
called the ruling “very 
unfortunate." 

Pare said the commission 
had a full right to Investigate

RCMP involvement in illegal 
or improper acts on Quebec 
territory and rejected Fox’s 
claim that it was running a 
full-scale inquiry into the 
Mounties' operating 
methods. 

But even if Keable's man¬ 
date and the inquiry itself 
was perfectly constitutional, 
the judge stressed, “he could 
have indulged in an excessive 
exercise of power by requir¬ 
ing a federal minister to pro¬ 
duce documents and infor¬ 
mation which the constitution 
and the laws of the country do 
not permit him to exact.” 

The judge said Keable had

no constitutional right to 
issue subpoenas obliging any 
“minister of the federal 
Crown" to hand over papers 
or documents. This would 
violate the separation of fed¬ 
eral and provincal powers in 
Canada. 

The immediate effect of the 
ruling was to bring a com¬ 
plete halt to all commission 
proceedings on the eve of 
what was to have been a long- 
awaited appearance by for¬ 
mer solicitor-general Jean- 
Pierre Goyer. He was due to 
explain his controversial role 
in the Agence de Presse Libre 
du Quebec affair. 


Love lies bleeding 
amid fury of wife 

LONDON (AP) — Judge Anthony Ewbank granted 
accountant John Kelland a divorce Tuesday, observ¬ 
ing that when Mrs. Kelland learned her husband had a 
mistress she engaged in “unreasonable behavior,” to 
wit: 

She pummeled Kelland with a rolling pin so 
severely he could not drive; dragged him along the 
ground by the hair; locked him out of their house in 
Hertford, secured the windows, silenced the door bell 
and made him sleep In the car he could no longer 
drive, and finally burned his stamp collection and new 
dress shirt and threw away the gold cuff-links given 
him by his mistress—who worked in his office. 

Ewbank found the adultery by Kelland. 42, “infini¬ 
tely worse” than the retribution he had just recited, 
but granted the divorce to him because Betty Kelland. 
40. did not ask for one. She denied the marriage had 
broken down. 


CAMPBELL RIVER WORKERS WANT SUPERVISOR FIRED 

‘Sexual harassment’ closes sawmill 


CAMPBELL RIVER (CP) — More than 
100 workers have shut down a sawmill in a 
wildcat strike to force the dismissal of a 
supervisor they say has tried to force 
sexual favors from female employees. 

The workers at Raven Lumber Ltd. 
walked off the job Friday, calling for dis¬ 
missal of the supervisor and reinstatement 
of two female employees who said they had 
quit because the supervisor's sexual harass¬ 
ment became intolerable. 

The dispute affects about otber 40 workers 


in related lumber operations In Campbell 
River. 

The company Monday asked the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board to order the workers 
back to their jobs, but Lome Scott, president 
of International Woodworkers of America, 
Local 1-363, said on Tuesday the crew might 
disobey a board order. 

The trouble began, Scott said, when work¬ 
ers discovered that the two women—ca¬ 
sual employees assigned to weekend and 
relief cleanup at the mill—stopped coming 
to work. 


Doris Riel, one of the women, said in a 
written - statement to the union that the 
supervisor offered her liquor and told her 
she could do four hours of work and be 
paid for eight hours. 

She said It became clepr to her that the 
supervisor was making “a proposition of 
sexual relations.” --—v 

Scott said the second woman, whom he did 
not name, has not formally complained. 

Company president Pat Martin said the 
company has offered to take the supervisor 
off the job for one week to investigate the 


charges, but the workers refused the offer. 
He said the supervisor has denied the 
charges, and the company feels there is 
Insufficient evidence to take action. 

Scott said the two women are not union 
members because they are casual em¬ 
ployees, and they have no recourse to griev¬ 
ance procedures. 

He said the workers, most of them men, 
decided to walk out because many have 
wives or daughters seeking work and “they 
feel If they don’t take a stand now, their own 
women might end up in the same situation.”

Many of the Inscriptions are similar, bearing testi 
many to the infant mortality among Indians. Children 
who never lived to be teenagers. 

THE GRAVEYARD is guarded by craggy old 
cedars, some of which must have been saplings when 
Captain James Cook was welcomed here 200 years ago 
You have the urge to check the trees in case there are 
names carved into the bark by Cook's crew. 


.lust a short walk from the graveyard which faces 
out on the open sea, is the cove where Cook's ship, the 
Resolution, anchored in March 1778 

Cook was the first European to set foot on what w as 
later to become British Columbia. More than 2,000 in 
dians living at Friendly Cove then, welcomed him with 
open arms. 

Today the cove is deserted. The remnants of the 
reserve, abandoned several years ago. are rotting 
awav. Two or three homes are still habitable, the rest 
have been dismantled, or have simply fallen to decay 

OLD, RESTING refrigerators and stoves litter the 
grass. Plastic bottles and otherconlainers which refuse 
In return lo the soil lie In the shadow of a huge Inlem 
pole. 

A little way off. accessible only after a steep climb 
oxer rocks and driftwood, is a house that must have 
been abandoned decades ago. And just a few feel from 
it. the remains of a fishing boat are hidden by deep 
overgrowth. 

On top of a gentle slope, overlooking the decayed 
settlement, stands the little rhurch, used only for funer 
als these days. 

YOE WALK DOWN to Ihe beach of the cove and the 


most vivid impression isn't that of imagining how Cook 
came ashore 200 years ago. but what his arrival did lo 
the people who had lived here for centuries before 

They have been the real losers. They have changed 
Friendly Cove hasn't. It Is easy to imagine why they 
chose this place to live 

The open sea on one side, the sheltered cove on the 
other. Straight ahead, toward the mainland, there's 
Bligh Island where Cook's men cut some tall trees for 
shipmasts 

And on both sides of the inlet, forested hills with 
snow capped mountains looming behind them 

What happened to the inhabitants'.’ 

ASIDE FROM the 2,000 permamenl residents of 
Friendly Cove some 200 years ago, li was also the 
summer meeting place for thousands of warring Nool- 
kas. considered the greatest whaling people in North 
America 

Indians lived there for an estimated 3.000 years 
until it was abandoned several years ago. 

They could no longer make a living at the place of 
their ancestors. Their fleet of fishing boats had been 
whittled away. And so they moved to the vicinity of the 
pulp mill where they could find jobs. 


ALL HE KNOWS is that Friendly Cove is home It's 
the place of his ancestors and he's homesick. 

He oelieves that with help, the Indians could, once 
again, return to their old ways of life and make a living 
off the sea, but he doesn't know how to get the necessary 
fishboats. 

Occasionally, the Indians take their children to 
Friendly Cove during the summer They show them 
where to pick berries and tell them that this was once 
home to their people. 

And then, they return to their hovels under the 
smokestack. 

IN THE DISTANCE, you see a small boat approach 
the cove. It’s your guide. Tony Reeve, who has come to 
pick you up at the designated time 

And you take a last walk around and you feel almost 
sacrilegious because you know you're walking on the 
grave of a people 

And you want to weep.

Finnish ferry Lagoon outfall won’t do, region told 
eyed for run

Campbell says malcontents have won bpttle 


Purchase of the luxury 10(3- 
car Finnish ferry Polar 
Express to operate between 
Anacortes and Sidney will be 
recommended to the Wash¬ 
ington State transport de 
partment at a meeting Fri¬ 
day in Olympia. 

the $3.5 million ferry could 
be operating by mid-June. 
Anacortes chamber of com¬ 
merce manager Al Segar 
said in an interview Tuesday. 

The service was to have 
been discontinued last year 
but Washington Governor 
Dixy Lee Ray gave two re¬ 
prieves to enable an Ana- 
rones group to negotiate the 
purchase of a vessel to be 
operated by the state ferry- 
system 

The chamber's ferry com¬ 
mittee will meet Thursday to 
draft a recommendation to be 
presented to the governor's 
staff at Friday's meeting, 
Segar said. 

Success of the proposal, he 
said, hinged on the availabili¬ 
ty of federal funds. The Ana- 
rortes chamber, the prime 
force in co-ordinating efforts 
to retain the international 
ferry run. is seeking an 80 
per cent grant from the U.S. 
government and a 20 per cenl 
grant from the state of 
Washington 

The 10-year-old ferry has 
been operating for the last 
few summers in the Baltic 
between Finland and Swe 
den it is being sold because it 
has no ice-breaking capabili 
ty and cannot operate in the 
winter. 


It has a capacity of 800 
passengers but Segar said 
minor alterations would in¬ 
crease that by 400 or 500 by- 
eliminating some staterooms 
and creating passenger ser¬ 
vice areas. 

"It's a better tourist orient¬ 
ed ferry than anything we 
now have, and it will cost only 
20 per cent of what a new 
vessel will cost" 

A marine surveyor was 
hired by the chamber to go to 
Scandinavia and England to 
search for a suitable ferry. 

The 100-car Evergreen 
State which now travels be¬ 
tween Anacortes and Sidney 
also calls at Lopez, Shaw. 
Orcas and Friday Harbor will 
be taken off the run in June to 
replace an old vessel on a 
domestic route. 

Segar said the ferry would 
likely make two trips daily in 
each direction during the 
tourist season with more 
scheduled if necessary 
Any hope of obtaining 
money from the B.C. govern¬ 
ment to keep the service 
operating looked pretty 
bleak, Segar said. 

“The government has 
enough problems with its ow n 
ferry service; they're in no 
position to do anything at this 
lime to aid us." he said 
One avenue that could be 
explored would be waiving or 
reducing the $15,000 terminal 
fee charged for using the Sid' 
ney terminal, Segar 
suggested 


It's back to the drawing board for Capital Region Dtv 
trict engineers trying to solve a pollution problem in Esqui¬ 
mau Lagoon. 

They were told Tuesday by the Pollution Control Board 
that they will not be allowed to build a 1.200-foot outfall to 
discharge raw sewage off the lagoon from a 70-home subdi 
vision bordering the lagoon 

SAID REGION board chairman James Campbell; "It's 
really sad that the people who won this battle were not repre 
sented by intelligent and concerned members of the scien 
tific community aware of marine biology , but was a group 
of malcontents who managed to persuade the Pollution Con 
trol Board against the recommendations of Pollution Con 
trol branch engineers, of University of Victoria biologist 
Derek Ellis, and of regional health officer Allan Arneil. 
into a course of action which will ensure that Esquimau 
Lagoon will continue to be polluted by this kind of efflu¬ 
ent for sometime to come." 

Arneil has been concerned about faulty sewage disposal 
systems in some of the houses for about four years, and ai 
one lime homeowners were ordered to correct their own 
systems 

THEY HIRED a lawy er, and started legal action against 
the region, because regional inspectors had approved the 
septic tank systems in the subdivision. 

They later withdrew the action, and the region pro 
posed the $350,000 outfall, with 75 per cent of costs to be 
paid by senior levels of government and the rest by 
homeowners. 

The region did not pursue Its cleanup orders because of 
the prospect of building the outfall 

The pollution control branch issued a permit for an 
outfall in 1976. but after initial appeals against the pro¬ 
posal, the plan was withdrawn and a new permit issued for an 
amended plan. 

Appeals continued, and late last year the board held a 
four- day hearing into the proposal. 

In its decision, the board noted that Esquimau Lagoon 
is polluted, with sewage entering the lagoon from nalu 
ral water courses and seepage from several areas, in¬ 
cluding Belmont Park and the subdivision. 

The region had put forward its proposal as a. temporary 
volution, with the system lo be ultimately connected to a 
proposed outfall off Albert Head, but the board noted 
that there was no definite plan to provide such a system by 
any specific date 

NO LAND had been set aside for a treatment plant if one 
should become neceosary, although Campbell said Tuex 


day that land is available in the road allowance, and 
therefore did not need to be set aside, 

"The area proposed for the discharge to the sea is an 
embavment as defined in the Pollution Control Board 
guidelines and there is probably inadequate flushing in 
the area," the decision noted 

In addition, the beach facing the proposed outfall has 
been designated as a recreational area by the CRD, and 
the lagoon is a federal wildlife reserve. 

THE BOARD DECISION conceded that a potential 
health hazard exists in the subdivision, but said ground dispo 
sal of sewage is unsatisfactory or impossible for many 
of the properties, while land disposal to some other site is

impractical on economic grounds and spray irrigation 
unacceptable. 

However, the board noted, the federal government is 
taking steps to upgrade its sewage disposal arrange 
ments for Belmont Park, and would be prepared to discuss 
a co-operative approach to the EsqUimait Lagoon ,prnb 
lems. 

"The pollution control board is concerned that the 
unsanitary conditions in the Block Bros, subdivision should 
be abated without further delay," continued the decision 
"This may involve immediate measures such as the installs 
lion of holding tanks to receive sanitary effluent from some of 
the properties. 

"The board also (eels that a permanent, not a tem¬ 
porary. solution must be found." 

APPEALS AGAINST the outfall had been lodged by 
Colwood Ratepayers Association, a citizens' group, the 
Victoria Labor Council, and Ellis. 

"The principal objector was Ellis,” said Campbell 
"He lodged an appeal and then got funds to examine the 
proposal and withdrew his appeal.” 

Ellis told the board during the hearing that while he had 
not done complete studies in the Esquimau Lagoon area 
he had gathered enough information to convince him of 
ihe validity of other data being presented 

He and some university students studied the area of the 
proposed outlet and a similar nearby outfall from Belmont - 
Park. 

Shirley Wilde of the ratepayers said Tuesday she wav 
pleased with the board ruling, although she said she felt 
sorry for subdivision residents. 

She suggested that the best course would be to follow the 
original plan of taking the region to court. 

"We have to establish whether or not regional in 
speclors are accountable for what they approve." she said 
“If they are not accountable why do we have them at all" 
We could do away with a whole crowd of building in¬ 
spectors. electrical inspectors, etc., if their approval means 
nothing." 

The board decision will be presented to the CRD at its 
meeting today. 

CAMPBELL SAID he was perturbed that the decision 
handed down by the PCB did not give reasons for turning 
down the permit, although it had listed a good deal of in 
formation. 

"They do say they are concerned witjt the unsatlsfat 
lory condition, which should be abated without delay," he 
said "It's comforting to know that they gq^that far.’
